Cook Prominent in Evanston. 

Dr. Cook has resided for eight years at 235 
Greenwood avenue in the house once occu- 
pied by W. A. Hammond, vice president of the 
National Bank of Illinois, who drowned him- 
self in Lake Michigan after that bank col- 
lapsed ten years ago. 

The next door neighbor of Dr. Cook is Dr. 
R. D. Sheppard, whose accounts with the 
Garrett Biblical institute have been found 
to be short. 

The doctor, who was arrested last even- 
ing, belongs to the Evanston club, the Pvan- 
ston Country club, and the Evangton Golf 
club, 

His sons, Raymond C. Cook and Chester A. 
Cook, are in the real estate business with 
him at 140 Dearborn street. His other chil- 
dren are Mra. W. H. Dewar, Mrs. C. A. Phil- 
Ups, and Mises Ida and Miss Olive Cook. Miss 
Ida Cook is in Smith college. 

Mrs. Dewar’s husband is a banker and Mrs. 
Philips’ husband is an architect. All of the 
family are well known in Evanston and north 
shore society. 


Comerford Swears Out Warrant. 
The warrant for the arrest of Dr. Cook was 
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after a bond for $400 had been signed by his 
son. Dr. Cook wae told that his case will 
come up in the police court tomorrow morn- 
ing. He stated that he will ask for a con- 
tinvance. The penalty for the offense with 
which he is charged is a $200 fine. 

Before making the arrest Mr. Comerford 
secured an affidavit from Julius. Periberg, 
a saloonkeeper, who stated that he had talked 
to Mr. Cook and that Mr. Cook knew the use 
to which his hotel had been put, oftem speak- 
ing of the immense profit which the business 
resulted in. 


Cook Pleads Ignorance. 

Mr. Co6k denied that he knew anything 
about what took place in the hotel and said 
that there was’a clause in the contract pro- 
hibiting immorality. Perlberg, according to 
detectives, is unfriendly to Cook because he 
thinks the Evanstonian had too much to do 


with the agitation last winter in favor of 


the $1,000 license for saloons. 

The hotel owner has been discussed some- 
what ever since the raids made public the 
character of the place. Its character had 
been a matter of common knowledge before 
that time. Dr. Cook rose in his own defense 
and stormed at the “‘ hypocrites *’ who were 
pointing at him. He denounced his critics 
in these terms: 


“ Other Places Just as -Good.”’ 

“T’ve been a good fellow. I’ve always 
spent my money freely and paid my debts, 
and if these strait-laced Evanstonians 
don’t like it they don’t haveto. I guess there 
are other places just as good and pleasant 
to live In as Evanston, and I won't have to 
go far to find them. I am tired of all this 
covert sneering and insinuation that I am 
crooked. I don’t see where I am any different 
from the rest of thern. When I discovered 
that things. were not right at the hotel I 
ordered the lease recalled, What more could 
I do?” 

Gossips of the north shore suburbs have 
been busy connecting Dr. Cook with many 
efforts to improve the town's morals. It is 
said that a few weeks ago he went to the 
mayor and insisted that a certain crowd of 
young people should not be allowed to play 
tennie on Sundays. 


Comerford Glad of It. 

“Why sbould I not arrest him?” said Mr. 
Comerford. “‘He looks the same to me as 
any other violater of the law. 

** As soon as I learned of Dr. Cook’s owner- 
ship of the Cecil property I directed an in- 
vestigation and Detective: Maher gathered 
evidence that appears to give the police de- 
partment the best of grounds to accuse Dr, 
Cook of having knowingly allowed q dis- 
reputable resort to be conducted in his prop- 
erty.”’ 

“There are other good awners to be ar- 
rested too. We expect to remedy this evil, 
and wé hope resort proprietors will reallze we 
mean business.”

Frenchman Who Resembled Dur- 
novo Coolly Shot to Death. 


HUNDREDS AT DINNER SEE. 


Deed of Beautiful Assassin Creates 
Panic in Swiss Hofl. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
{[Copyright: 1006: By the New York Herald. ] 
INTERLAKEN, Switzerland, Sept. 1.— 

Deputed by a revolutionary committee to 
assassinate M. Durnovo, formerly minister 
of the interior, a young and beautiful Rus- 
sian woman tonight coolly phot to death a 
diner in the Hotel Jungfrat' while several 
hundred guests looked on. 

When satisfied that her victim was dead 
the girl submitted to arrest, believing she 
had carried out her mission. But the man 
she murdered was not Durnovo, but an aged 
Frenchman named Mueller, who resembled 
him closely. 

uhe woman ig not more than 25 and of ex- 
tremely distinguished appearance. The din- 
ing room was crowded with tourists of every 
nationality and buzzing with laughter and 
conversation between the first and second 
courses of dinner, when she arose from her 
seat and picked her way gracefully between 
the tables until she reached that at which 
Mueller sat with his son. 

Then, for the first time, she was seen to 
have a revolver. Before intervention was 
possible the woman fired, and Mueller 
dropped from his seat. 


Calmly Pours Lead Into Body, 
The first shot was fatal, but the woman 
wi extreme calmmess advanced until she 
tdod over the bodp and slowly and deliber- 
ately fired four more shots. 
There was a general panic and everybody 
rose and sought ta escape by doors and

Left alone, the woman advanced through 
the crowd, passed through the hotel to tne 
terrace, where a man seized her and wrested 


paway the revolver, whereupon the woman 


exclaimed haughtily: 

“Violence is not required. I will make no 
resistance. Thaf' man was condemped to 
death by the Russian revolutionary commit- 
tee. The sentence is now executed. Take 
me to prison.” 

Later she declared to.the police that she 
hed been charged to-lfill the Russian ex- 
Minister of the iptérior, M. Durnovo. She 
gave the name of Stafford.

The victim was an Alsatian 73 years of age, 
who was stopping here with hisson.

It is known the czar has been greatly dis- 
furbed recently because of the insecurity 
near Peterhof; which culminated in the 
assassination of Gen. Minn. 


Fight Revolt with Iron Hand. 


The effort to forestall the attempt at an 
armed rising in the last week in Scptember 
hae resulted in thousands of arrests of mem- 
bers of the social revolutionary organization 
throughout the country, who were sent from 
St. Petersburg and Moscow to call the peas- 
antry to arme. The Baltic and southern 
provinces especially are well supplied with 
rifles and ammunition. 

The plan which the government is at- 
tempting to defeat involves a peasant rebel- 
hon on such a scale that reliably loyal regi- 
ments now concentrated in St. Petersburg 
and Moscow must be seat to the provinces. 
The greatest danger is their absence, as the 
proletariat of St. Petersburg and Moscow 
may rise and wreck government residences 
and assassinate the authorities. Despite the 
arrests the government regards the revolu- 
tionaries’ plan with the utmost anxiety, as 
it is the first great experiment and test of 
the fighting strength of the peasantry. 

It is known many thousands of agents are 
working unmolested, with false passports. 
A -band yesterday entered a branch pass- 
tort office, overpowered the staff, seized 
200,000 stamped passport forms, and es- 
caped. 


Ill Luck Pursues Government. 


Its nemesis refuses to cease dogging the 
steps of the Ruselan government. The most 
evil of all the blunders whereof the bureau- 
cratic oligarchy has been guilty was to sup- 
prese all high school and university education 
in Russia two years ago. It was a measure 
prompted by fear, and for a time had the ap- 
pearance of superficial success by preventing 
the classrooms becoming the training ground 
for revolutionary agitation. What it also 
did. and what the rulers of Russia failed to 
foresee, was to convert ten thous@ed of the 
most daring and ambitious among the youth 
of the country into implacable enemies of 
constituted soctety. 

It is part of the tragic inevitableness which 
seems inseparable from every act of the 
present régime that this step, taken now, will 
Parents and 
students alike tell you that the class rooms 
will again ring with a demand for free 
political institutions, and will have to be 
closed again until such time as the present 
system of government is uprooted forever 
or the youth now struggling for independence 
are driven back to darkness. 

The scheme for appeasing the peasant by 
the sale of a portion of the appanage land 
is even more hopeless.

The 
number of clashes with employers betweep 
New Year's day and Labor day has beew 
only mineteen, less than half the number 
which occurred during the same period last 
year. Just six of these have been won. 


Higher Pay for Shorter Days. 
In one respect labor has made progresses 


and this is in an important @rection—towards: 


higher wages and shorter working days. 
The wage increases, granted, for the most 
part voluntartly, by employers, have amounte 
ed, according to estimates, to more tha 
$2,000,000 a year, and have affected about 
45,000 workingmen. Generally, the older an@ 
more conservative unions are the ones that 
have profited. The benefits have been gained 
not through strikee but as a result of con+ 
cillatory measures adopted by the unions, 

The following table shows the principas 
financial rewards earned by unions through 
the “ safe and sane ™ policy:

No Great Struggles. 

The year in the labor field has been remark- 
able for the absence of widespread conflicts 
with employers. For the first time since 1409 

where have been no great struggles of such 


' megnitude as the stockyards or the team- 


. 


stere’ strikes. 
_ Strikes involving more than 1,000 workmen 
generally have not been due to local disturb- 
ances, but have been parts of national move- 
ments undertaken by one union or another. 
Such, have been the printers’ contest for the 
eight’ hour day, the fight of the iron molders 
and the boilermakers for the “ closed shop,” 
and the lithographers’ eight hour day move- 
ment.’ _ : 

These three struggles have brought the 
principal battles with employers, and all still 
are being waged. The printers, after ayear’s 
fight, have gained the shorter workday in 
three-fourths of the “Chicago composing 
rooms, and the only firms now offering re- 
sistance are the score of large concerns com- 
posing the typothete. 

In much the same condition are the boiler- 
makers’ and the iron molders’ strikes, which 
were ordered in May and June all over the 
country. The Chicago employers, composing 
the Metal Trades association and the Cook 
County Founders’ association, are waging a 
contest for the “ open shop ” despite the fact 
that more than half of the strikers have re- 
turned to work in independent shops on their 
own terms. 


Marine Strike Most Spectacular. 


Probably the most spectacular strike of the 
year was the waikout of the lake pilots and 
longshoremen which for ten ‘days in May tied 
up maritime commerce not only at Chicago 
but all over the chain of great lakes. . Bée- 
ginning with the pilots’ demand for recog- 
nition, which was refused by vessel owners,, 
sympathetic strikes of dock hands, ore, lum-/ 


ber, and grain handiers were ordered until. 


60,000 men were out. 

This struggle, the largest of the period, was 
lost. After vainly attempting to establish 
the pilots’ union as a party toa joint trade 
agreement, the strike finally was called off 


‘and the pilots were abandoned. 


Another strike of some magnitude which 
was settled through arbitration was that of 
the structural! ironworkers, who went out l,- 
200 strong on May 1 for an increase in wages 
of 50 cents a day. The principal effect of 
this disturbance was to stop building con- 
struction work on several million dollars’ 
worth of skyscrapers. It lasted ten days, 
‘when the iron contractors compromised by 
giving the men an increase of 30 cents a 


Shoemakers, métal polishers, electricians, 
fixture hangers, lathers, van drivers, black- 
gmiths, sign painters, tuck pointers, window 
washers, and musicians also were involved 
in strikes of less importance and generally 
of restricted extent. Whatever strike vic- 
tories were gained by labor since Jan. 1 were 
atiained in these smaller confiictg. 


Telephone Girls’ Strike. 

A strike Which claims a place apart from 
Oiher struggi¢es chiefly because cf the issue 
involved wasthat of the telephone operators, 
250 of whom walked out on Aug. 23 and tied 
up the telephone service of central Chicago 
for several; hours. The girls raised a new 
question in labor disputes when they refused 
to wa'k to and from their place of work 
through an alleyway lined with “ back door st 
galoon entrances. This strike was quickly 
won, but the young women did not take ad- 
vantage of theif victory to form themselves 
into a union. They remained unorganized, 
deciding to fight their battles as individuals. 

A feature of unionism which became con- 
‘gpicuous during the last year was “ slug- 
ging.”’ According to court records there were 
more prosecutions for labor assaults than 
ever noted before: Prominent among the

BRYAN PLATFORM 


Col. Moses Wetmore Denounces 
Government. Ownership - 
_- of Railways. > 


AGAINST PARTY'S WISHES 


; 


Program Undemoeratiec and Cal- 
culated to Perpetuate the 
Faction in Power. 


~ 


Col. Moses Wetmore, the St. Louis million- 
aire tobacco man ahd one of the closest per- 
sonal friends of William Jennings Bryan, 
came out yesterday in an unqualified con- 
demnation of the “ peerless” leader's ad- 
vocacy of the government ownership of rail- 
ways. If Bryan should fight for the party’s 
acceptance of this issue in the national cam- 
paign he will be doomed to defeat, predicts 
the colonel, who on all other scores boasts 
himself the stanchest political supporter of 
the Nebraskan. 

Col. Wetmore, who arrived in Chicago dur- 
ing the day from his tour in Europe with the 
Bryans, expressed these views to a TRIBUNE 
reporter at the Auditorium Annex. The 
colonel spoke with great vehemence, his dis- 
course being -picturesquely illumined by a 
fitful play of terse, expressive epithets, and, 
while he professed, himself none the less a 
friend and admirer of Bryan, he branded.the 
government ownership proposition as illog- 
ical, dangerous to the welfare of the coun- 
try, and a great mistake on the part of de- 
mocracy’s prospective candidate. : 


Calls Ownership Undemocratic. 

“Government ownersh(p of railwaysis un- 
democratic, un-Jeffergonian, if you Tike,” 
declared the colonel, shaking his head till 
his gray imperial quivered. ‘‘ Government 
ownership of railways would be better than 
railway ownership of the government, but 
the thing hasn't got thal far yet. I think 
the railroads can be properly regulated 
without putting them into the hands of the 

overnment. I don’t believe conservative 
emocrats will follow Mr. Bryan on this 
issue and the thing we've got to do is to 
keep it out of the platform. My opinion is 
that it won't get into the platform in any 
shape.”’ 

The tobacco manufacturer evinced con- 
siderable curiosity to know how democrats 
were receiving the ownership issue, as ex- 
pressed by Bryan in his New York speech. 
His own views on the propriety of making 
it the paramount issue in 1908 are entitled 
to the highest consideration, ‘inasmuch as 
he is one of the most influential advisers 
Bryan has, and should-Bryan ‘be ‘elected in 
all probability he would be given a piace in 
the presidential cabinet. 

Col. Wetmpre joined the Bryans in Lon- 
don two months ago and traveled with them 
till they arrived in New York.. He was in 
daily conference with the leader while the 
Madison Square garden speech was being 
composed aboard the Prinzess Irence and 
is conversant with comparative significance 
of the topics Bryan discussed. - 


Bryan’s View, Not Party Issue. 

“I don’t think Mr. Bryan means to préss 
the government ownership of railways as 
an issue,’ resumed the colonel. “He ex- 
pressed himself in favor of such ownership 
in 1904, and I believe he incorporated it in 
his speech this time just to be consistent. 
There’s no doubt that he believes in gov- 
ernment ownership as a solution of the rail- 
way problem, but as completely as I agree 
with him on everything élse, I can’t follow 
him there. 

“Why, it would be the most disastrous 
thing we could do—putting the railways in 
the hands of the government. There are 
about a million employés of the railroads, 
more or less. Well, suppose the government 
became the employer of those million men. 
That would mean that the party in power 
would control a millfon votes, and you never 
could get that party out of power this side 
of the crack o’' doom. No, sir, government 
ownership means centralization. of power 
and is undemocratic.” 

Col. Wetmore twisted his gray mustachios 
fiercely, and with b's e}'< sternly fixed on his 
interviewer scratches a match and absently 
lighted the stump of a half smoked cigar. 


Regulation Easy—for Democrats. 

“T can’t see why in the name of all damna- 
tion the government needs to own the rail- 
roads in order to regulate them. What ought 
to be done is to let the fines go and put some 
of these railroad gentlemen in jail for a 
while. The spectacle of half a dozen railroad 
magnates behind the bars would do more 
toward regulating the railroad question than 
all the government ownership in the world. 

‘You put a democratic president in the 
White house with a democratic congress be- 
hind him and you'll see the railroad and all 
other trusts regulated in short order. May- 
be we need same more legislation and maybe 
we don’t, but by the great horn spoon I 
know a man like Bryan could do the work. 
Roosevelt has been playing fast and loose 
with the question, but Bryan means to do 
business.”’ 

‘‘Do you think government ownership will 
be a plank in the platform?’ the colonel was 
asked. 

‘*No, I don't,” he replied. ‘* We must see 
that it is kept out, and I don’t believe Mr. 
Bryan will press the matter. Understand me, 
I don’t mean anything disparaging to Mr. 
Bryan when I say that I believe he is wrong 
on the railroad proposition. I believe he is 
the keenest thinker, the most forceful in- 
dividuality, and aitogether the grandest typ 
of American manhood in the world today. 
But on the government ownership idea I think 
that he is wrong and that he will not be sup- 
ported by the majority of democrats. 


Ownership a Fizzle Here. 

“Why, hang it all, you've had a taste of 
government ownership right here in your 
town of Chicago, and you know what a fizzle 
it is. It's a failure im Europe, teo. America 
ought to keep out of it. A nation that 
handled the rebellion of the slave holding 
states and triumphed can defeat the plots of 
a band of railroad outlaws easily and solve 
the problem of railroad regulation as perma- 
nently as it solved the slave question. 

“ The government has no placein business. 
Its function is to protect its citizens from in- 
vasion from abroad and Insurrection at home, 
and collect taxes for . maintaining itself. 
When it has done these things it has done 
enough.” 

‘“‘ What do you think will be the paramount 
issue in 19087'' Col, Wetmore was asked. 

“The trusts,’’ he thundered, banging the 
center table with his fist. ‘“‘ The adequate 
regulation of the trusts. In the next two 
years the people will come to see the shallow- 
ness of Roosevelt's stand on thetrusts. He 
has accomplished nothing definite, nothing 
permanent. The trusts are not out of busi- 
ness. The people will want a man who means 
business, and that nfffh is Bryan.”’ 

Col. Wetmore asked what was the genera) 
opinion as to whether Roosevelt would be a 
candidate. He confesse®d a sneaking sus- 
picion that the president is.“ only bluffiilng."’ 
The colonel said that Bryan knew nothing 
of the outcome of the Sullivan affair in Ili- 
nois until he landed in New York. 

“He eae opinion to me on the 
matter,” said the colonel, “ but I guess it’s a 
safe bet the news didn’t make him feel any 
too friendly to the Sullivan people. But 
Bryan is not worrying about Illinois. He is 


practically nominated now, and the conven-. 


tion will name him without the aid of Iili- 
nois.”

City Mr. Bryan declared in so many words 
that he intended to rule the democratic party. 

“IT am going. to insist,’’ he said, ‘‘ that no 
man connected with any favor seeking or- 
ganization shall be permitted to become a 
member of the democratic organization to 
the end that he may betray it. When a man 
accepts a position in any great corporation 
he should be made to know that he will not 
be permitted to serve in any capacity with 
the democratic organization or as a demo- 
cratic candidate for any public office. 

‘I shall insist also that my party shall not 
accept one dollar from any corporation or 
any individual who expects to get it back in 
favors from the government.” 


Jeers At Republicans. 

In his Jersey City speech Mr. Bryan. paid 
his respects to the republicans. He said they 
doubtless remembered the jeers and laugh- 
ter which were called forth when the demo- 
cratic principles of today were mentioned 
years ago. ‘“‘ We have got our party around 
on the right side,” said he. “It may have 
required more than a little cleaning, I will 
admit, but we have it now where it belongs. 
You laughed and jeered at us when we were 
passing’ through the valley of death, and 
now, as we emerge from the far end, we look 
back and we can see you just entering. We 
are sorry for you; we feel for you deeply, but 
we cannot help you.” 


Opposed to Illegal Wealth. 

Mr. Bry’ sald that the great combina- 
tions of capital which enable men to roll up 
great fortunes, to pervert government, and to 
become almost even as kings, must be regu- 
lated and at once. 

“In this. wonderful country,” said he, *‘ we 
have rolled up immense individual fortunes 
with ‘such rapidity that Burope has been 
startled. Such rapidly acquired fortunes of 
gigantic proportions have no precedent in 
history. 

* Now I may as well tell you here that lI 
have no objection, personal or otherwise, to 
money, if it is honestly acquired. If these 
great fortunes had come to their owners 
through superior industry, superior intelli- 


gence, or even through superior honesty, read 


would be well. 

‘*T am no leveler. I would not distribute 
the wealth of: the land equally between the 
industrious andthe idle. It is not that. But 
the majority. of these great hoards of gold 
have been piled-up by dishonest means,by spe- 
cial privileges and they have drawn their 
tribute from every man who toflls.”’ 

Mr. Bryan returned to New York late at 
night, and an hour before midnight took din- 
ner with 200 working newspaper men of the 
eity. In his address he urged the newspaper 
men to ally themselves with the forces that 
are making for greater public morality and 
righteous government. 

Parries a Roosevelt Question. 

When Mr. Bryan was in New York earlier 
in the day he was met with eager questioning 
in regard to his open hint at Bridgeport last 
night that he expected Roosevelt to be the 
republican candidate in 1908. 

“If it be true, as many republicans have 
contended, that I have completely destroyed 
the democratic party, then there ought to be 
dozens of able republicans available as a 
candidate, since it would seem that with 
the democratic party wiped out almost any 
republican could win next time. There 
would, therefore, be no necessity of giving 
Mr. Roosevelt what would be regarded by 
many as practically a third term. In short, 
with such an easy victory for the republicans 
ahead, why not give somebody else a 
chance?’ 


Says Jim Crow Cars Are Safe. 

Mr. Bryan was asked about his idea of fed- 
eral ownership of trunk: line raifroads, in 
view of the fact that his particular doctrine 
alrea@y has been severely criticised from 
Massachusetts to Georgia. He was asked: 
“What do you think of the criticism that 
your idea of federal ownership of rafiroads 
brought forth from various prominem demo- 
crats?’’ 

“I have never advocated anything that I 
did not find opponents in some quarters,” 
said Mr. Bryan. 

‘Some of the southern democrats seem to 
be alarmed lest the adoption of your 
of federal ownership of trunk lines would do 
‘away with Jim Crow cars in the south,”

BERING SEA COAL FIELDS TAKEN 
BY GOVERNMENT FROM ENTRY. 


Order of Land Office Believed to Have 
Been Actuated by Navy, Which 
Wants Fuel Stations in Far North. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 1.—[{Special.}—An 
order withdrawing all public lands on the 
coasts and islands of Bering sea which com 
tain coal ledges, was issued today at the 


general land office by Acting Secretary Ryan 
of the interior department. All persons here- 
after applying to enter or purchase such 
lands must show that coal ledges are not con- 
tained therein. 

It is believed that the larger areas of coai 
lands are to be reserved for the government, 
possibly with a view to the establishment 
of coaling stations. 

In the cage five weeks ago of the with- 
drawal of 6,000,000 acres of public lands 
known to contain coal, action was taken at 
the direction of the president. - But in this 
instance it is believed the navy department 
urged the necessity of protection from a 
shortage of fuel and the advisabilitytef coal- 
ing stations in the northern sea. 

The islands have not been explored suffi- 
ciently to afford a basis even of speculation 
as to ti:cir niineral contents.

A special grand jury investigation of the 
responsibility for street car accidents, in 
which twenty-four persons were killed and 
285 injured this summer, is proposed by Dr. 
Maurice F. Doty, Mayor Dunne’s transporta- 
tion superintendent, in a report made public 
yesterday. Dr. Doty charges the companies 
with the principal blame, declaring that the 
deaths and injuries were the result largely of 
corporation carelessness, recklessness, and 
incompetency. 

The report covers the accidents which took 
place during the.fifty days ending Aug. 8. 
That conditions are growing worse is the in- 
ference, from the fact that in the preceding 
period of fifty days Dr. Doty reported twen- 
ty-one fatalities and 107 injuries. 


The inspector looked worn and nervous under 
his troubles. The chief was smiling and good 
natured. Lavin personally asked for a con- 
tinuance. He said that one of his attorneys 
was out of the city.

Quick to think and quick to act, Miss 
Eunice Browne, 646 Forest avenue, Forest 
Gien, has saved a child's life, stopped a run- 
away, and shot a mad dog within a week. 
She killed the dog yesterday afternoon while

Steps should be taken to preverit cars being run 


by men who have been without proper sleep or 
rest. 

The companies should be compelled to employ a 
sufficient number of track and car repairers and 
inspectors to keep the cars and tracks In proper 
condition. 


Cause of Many Accidents. 

The majority of the accidents in the last 
fifty days, mentioned in Dr. Doty’s report, 
were caused by passengers alighting and 
boarding moving cars, forty-six people hav- 
ing been injured in this way. Fortytive 
people were hurt in crossing before a car, 
and forty-five vehicles were struck by street 
cars. Cars starting’ before the passengers 
were safely on or off caused thirty-seven 
accidents and fourteen accidents each were 
caused by improper fenders, sudden moving 
of cars, and people being struck by passing 
vehicles while on the footboard. 

“I want the grand jury to look into the 
street railway accidents, and if there is any 
criminal negligence on the part of the com- 
panies it cam act,’’ Dr. Doty said * I shail 
present the matter to State's Attorney 
Heaiy.”’

Philadelphia, Pa.,. Sept. 1.—[Special.)—The 
Cuban revolution is one reagon given by a 
government official today for a rush order 
received at the Frankford arsenal for 3,000,- 
000 Krag Jorgensen cartridges of the model

The order can be filled in five weeks. The 
arsenal has a force of about 1,700 on Krag 
Jorgensen cartridges and can put out 100,000 
a day.

“Tf the United States government does not 
send the cartridges to Cuba a certain firm in 
Connecticut will,”’ said one government em- 
ployé today. *‘ This firm has been supplying 
the insurgents with ammunition. They are 
entirely out of this kind of cartridge.

The plans of the Chicago, Milwaukee ano 
St. Paul railway for the construction of its 
projected extension to the Pacific coast were 
announced officially yesterday. Seattle is to 
be the road’s coast terminus. 

It has been assumed generally that the Pa- 
cific line would be a continuation of the Mil- 
waukee’s southern branch, which is being 
extended from Chamberlain to Rapid City, 8. 
D., but it develops that it is the northern or 
Aberdeen branch, now terminating at Ev- 
. arts, S. D., which is to be carried on to the 
coast. 

Starting from Glenham, a few miles east 
of Evarts, the line will run for eighty miles 
through the Standing Rock Indian reserva- 
thon. It will pass through Miles City, Mont. 
follow the valley of the Musselsheli river, and 
enter Putte through Pipestone pass in the 


* Belt mountains at an altitude of 6,350 feet, a 


few miles south of where this range is crossed 
by the Northern Pacific. 

The exact route to be followed from Butte 
to Seattle will not be made public for about 
thirty days, but it is stated that practically 
the entire right of way has been secured.

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 1.—Justice is to be 
meted out to the men responsible with Frank 
H. Hipple, self-slain president of the Real 
Eetate Trust company, for the collapse of 
that institution. Announcement 


Earle has been placed in the hands of Dis- 
trict Attorney Bell. The names of the men 
under suspicion were not made public. 

Sineé his appointment Receiver Earle has 
maintained that it could not have been pos- 
sible for President Hipple to entangle the 
trust company’s affairs so greatly without 
the knowledge of others connected with the 
institution. .Accordingly he has been persist- 
ent in his efforts to discover evidence of col- 
lusion 

Directors, officials, and clerks of the trust 
company were called before Receiver Earle 
today and examined. It was after 6 o'clock 
tonight when he had concluded this part of 
his investigation. 


Public Prosecutor Called In. 

At 6:30 o'clock District Attorney Bell en- 
tered Earle's office. After a conference last- 
ing jtwo hours District Attorney Bell left 

the announcement was made that all of 
the evidence so far obtainea had been placed 
in the district attorney’s hands... 

Much importance is attached to the fact 
that among the witnesses who appeared be- 
fore the receiver today were four of the 
directors who are said to have heard of 
lIiipple’s heavy loans to Adolf Segal, the 
promotér, at least several weeks ago. An- 
other witness was Willlam F. North, the 
treasurer, who was supposed to have ap- 
proved all loans made-by the trustcompany. 
Theodore Prosser, the company’s real estate 
officer, who is supposed to have approved 
the mortgages on the properties offered by 
Segal as security for his loans, was also ex- 
amined. 

Finds Trust Funds Looted. 

During the day Receiver Earle said: 

“The deeper I get into this thing, the worse 
it looks. 

“The trust funds which I heretofore 
thought were intact have been tampered with 
and $50,000 taken. This sum is distributed 
among $26,000,000 the bank hac in trust and 
the loss will not be heayy on any one.” 

Hipple’s desk was opened todhy. In it 
was found a statement by Horace Hill, the 
company's auditor; which, Receiver Earle 
says, is materially different from the state- 
ment Hill gave him. ©

FUTURITY IS WON. 


BY ELECTIONEER. 


Two Year Old Classic at Sheeps- 
head Results in Exciting — 
Finish at Wire. 


MASTERLY RIDE BY SHAW 


Voter Colt Comes from Seventh 
Place and Catches Pope Joan 
and Demund. 


New York, Sept. 1.—[Special. }—Electioneer, 
& maiden colt by Voter—Quesal, won the 
rich Futurity for Billy Lakeland at Sheeps- 
head Bay today, thanks to the untiring ener- 
gies of Jockey Shaw, who only just snatched 
the honors from Nicol on James R. Keene’s 
Pope Joan, and Radtke on Paul J. Rainey’s 
Demund. Between these three it was a 
flerce drive through the last furlong, with 
Peter Pan and Yankee Gun two lengths be- 
hind them, struggling just as nard at the 
head of the bunch. 


Splendid Finish for Rich Prize. 

It was a splendid finish for the rich prize, 
but there was little cheering when Election- 
cer’s number went up. The public would 
have shouted itself hoarse if Pope Joan 
Rad gotten the verdict, for she was one of 
the Keene entry of three, which had gone 
to the post first choice, backed heavily from 
twos to 8 to 5. 

The first three were only necks apart, the 
surprise of the race to most students of 
form being Demund’s prominence at the fin- 
ish of sucn a grueling test for young horses, 
he having stopped so badly time after time 
when collared by youngsters of little class. 
Instead of allowing him to usé his great 
burst of speed early in the race, Radtke 
today took him back and set him down a 
quarter of a mile from the finish. But it did 
little good. 


Enormous Crowd Out. 

Four weeks’ abstinence from racing, com- 
bined with the Futurity, drew an enormous 
attendance at Sheepshead bay this afternoon. 
Possibly 40,000 persons were present when the 
big race wasrun. 

Sam Lazarus bet $500 straight and the same 
to show on his Macy colt, the winner of the 
first race, getting 40 to 1 for some of it. 

John M, P., the English steeplechaser, im- 
ported last spring by Grant Brown, owner 
ef the Brownleigh Park stable, made a 
ridiculous show of the field for the Inaugural] 
Steeplechase stakes for $3,575. The Miner, 
an added starter, led for half a mile, then the 
English horse went to the front and toyed 
with his rivals. Critics pronounced him the 
sinoothest jumper ever seen here. He took 
the Liverpool, the water, and every jump 
in his stride without apparent effort, and was 
a sixteenth of a mile in front and under a 
pull when he skinned over the last obstacle. 
Stone pulled him up long before the finish. 
Grant Brown is said to have paid $17,500 for 
John M. P. 


Pope Joan Looks Good. 


Pope Joan was tearing along in front and 
seemed likely to win handily, as she came 
galloping past the field stand well in advance 
of her field. But De Mund was coming and 
sO was Hlectioneer, with Yankee Gun right 
after them, and Peter Pan holding a good 
place on the rail. 

Dave Nicol had made a quick break with 
Pope Joan, and she early gained a lead that 
took her clear of allinterference. Just before 
reaching the last furlong post the two colts 
came at her with a vicious rush. She had 
rounded the elbow in the Futurity course 
well out from the rail, and when her two 
most’ dangerous rivals challenged her they 
came up on each side. De Mund was be- 
tween her and the rail, and Electioneer on 
the outside. 

All in the Finish. 

Shaw had started to make his run with 
Electicneer a trifle before Radtke cut loose 
with De Mund, and he was the first to put 
Nicol to a drive in a vain effort to retain the 
lead. In.the matter of weight there was 
little between them, but Shaw seemed to ride 
a better finish than Nicol, and perhaps his 
colt outgamed the filly, anyway he got his 
head and neck in front and it almost took 
her life to keep her nose in front of De 
Mund’s. 

The winner’s dam was nominated by fa- 
mous old Maj. Garrett B. Thomas, who died 
last spring. Out of the stakes $2,000 will 
go to his estate. Keene nominated Pope 
Joan’s dam, receiving therefore $1,250. Hag- 
gin was the nominator of De Mund’s dam, 
which nets him $500. 

The full value of the stake today was $44,- 
410, of which the winner’s share is $34,910. 

When Billy Lakeland, one of the old school 
of trainers who has been none too prosper- 
ous of recent years, was told the result had 
been made cfficial in his colt’s favor, he broke 
down and cried in the paddock. He bought 
Electioneer as a yearling for $2,300. The 
colt’s dam Quesal, was raced by Dick Dwyer, 
the starter, and by him sold to the major. 
Thomas sent her over to Keene’s Castleton 
stud farm to be bred to Voter, and thereby 
hangs the tale of how Keene’s Pope Joan was 
beaten a few inches for this year’s Futurity 
by a colt that was sired righton Keene's own 
breeding farm. 

Besides the money taken out of the stakes 
for the breeders of the first three horses, the 
owner of the second received $3,750 and of the 
third horse $2,000. The owners of both are 
multi-millionaires, and the poor man won the 
richest turf prize of the year. The race was 
slow for such a fast track.

BIG SUM 70 BET ON GANS 


GOLDFIELD. RUMOR OF $50,000 TO 
COVER NELSON MONEY. 


Larry Sullivan Reported Busy Search- 
ing for Opportunities — Story Puts 
Nolan in Air Temporarily, but He 
Descends in Good Form Again—Nat 
Goodwin and Crowd with Money 
Appear on Scene — Fighters Name 
Their Seconds.

Goldfield, Ney., Sept. 1.—[{Speciah ]—Larry 
Sullivan, Joe Gans’ Goldfield manager, it is 
rumored, received $50,000 from the east to 
bet on Gans at from 10 to 7 to 10to 8. The 
exact amount of the commission could not 
be learned, but it must have been large, as 
Larry had his men scouting all over town 
to gather all the Nelson money in sight. 
They got on at least $10,000 and hammered 
the price down to 10 to 6. 

Sullivan says that after his commission has 
been placed the Nelsonites can hit him up 
for all he has got. 

Nat Goodwin, who arrived last night with 
several men reputed to be millionaires, spent 
the large part of the day at Gans’ headquar- 
ters, and as Gans wired *‘ Honest” John 
Kelly to bet everybody to a standstill, the 
supposition is Goodwin will string his bets 
behind the colored man. There is no getting 
away from the fact that both Nelson and 
Gans are in the finest condition possible. 
Gans has been below 183 pounds for over a 
week, but as he scales in his pelt and sets 
the notch at 183 his correct weight is known 
only to himself and his trainers. The proba- 
bilities are Goodwin knows his exact weight 
and will place his money accordingly. 

Gans Says It’s Easy. 

Gans went through his regular daily exer- 
cise. punching light and heavy bags and 
skipping the rope. After an alcohol rub he 
told his friends they need have no fear as 
to the outcome of the battle, and said: 

“T'll lick Bat so cleanly there will be no 
room for argument. If I don’t, Iam willing 
to go to the almshouse for the remainder 
of my life. People talk about an eighteen 
foot ring militating against my chances. 
I wish my friends to know that I can lick 
Nelson on a table.”’ 

It was rumored about town that Gans’ 
friends and backers had advised him not 
to weigh in fighting togs and that he never 
intended doing ‘it. When the report reached 
Nolan he went up In the air, so to speak, but 
came down on terra firma when informed 
there possibly was no truth in the report. 
Billy is a wise fish and well able to look after 
the welfare of his protégé. However, the 
report set him guessing for several hours. 

The padding and canvas were fastened on 
the platform of the ring this.morning, and 
at 8 o’clock Nelson and Bobby Lundie, his 
sparring partner, who is to meet Jack Clif- 
fora in a ten rourd preliminary, appeared 
in the ring and boxed three fast rounds, after 
which Bat indulged the crowd in shadow 


work. 
Platform Well Padded. 


The platform is well padded with one inch 
of boiler felt to avoid accidents. This is cov- 
ered with a new white canvas, which with 
the glaring sun beating down on it is tiring 
to the eyes, “ Tex” Rickard is seriously 
thinking of darkening the canvas, and when 
Nolan was asked regarding it he said: 

“I would much rather he wouldnt.” 

Questioned why, he replied: 

“ Bat’s eyes are much better than Gans’, 
and I know the colored fellow is wearing 
glasses to protect his eyes from the sun,’ 

The fighters named their seconds today. 
Nelson’s attendants will be Nolan, Johnny 
Reid, Tim McGrath, Billy Otts, and proba- 
bly Johnny Lundie. Gang has named for his 
helpers Frank McDonald, Bob Turner, and 
“ Kid ’* Simms. 

When Eddie Graney arrived last night he 
asked Nolan if he could go in Nelson's corner, 
to which Billy repliedin the affirmative. Re- 
ports that Eddie would go behind “ Bat” 
when it was supposed he had an interest in 
Gans caused quite astir. Nolan informed the 
press representatives of Eddie’s request, but 
before the reports could be sent out Graney 
threw cold water on it by saying he could not 
afford to second either man. 


Says Nelson Is in Fine Trim. 

Batling Nelson was pronounced to be in as 
fine physical condition as.a man can reach 
by Dr. C. F. Tillman, who examined the 
Dane just after the sturdy little scrapper 
came off the road today.

with a lead that will be sufficient to 
the end. 

Both leaders wilk be entertaining company 
at home today, the Spuds finishing their long 
stay on the west side with the final game of 
the local series against St. Louls, and the Sox 
returning from Cleveland for @ single day’s 
battie here with Cleveland in continuation

Sox going back to Cleveland and the Spude 
paying their last visit to Cincinnati. iwo 
games will be played by both clubs tomorrew 


Schedule of the Spuds. 

On Tuesdey Chance’s men will work offa 
postponed game with the reds, and on the 
open date, Wednesdey, they are billed for an 
exhibition in Dixon, IL Next Thursday 
they will return to the west side for a series 
of four games with Pi their nearest 
competitor in the race now. at will end on 
Sunday next and the Spuds will spend the fol- 
lowing week working off four games with 
the cardinals in St. Loula. Two weeks from 
today they will return to Chicago for their 
final game in this section with Pittsburg as 
an opponent, then start their final invasion 
of the east. 

With thirty more games to play, Chance’s 
men have an unbeatable lead despite twen- 
ty-four of.those games are to be played on 
foreign territory. By winning half their 
games they keep out of all possibie reach, 
and no one ects Chance’s men to lose half 
their games the rest of the season, especially 
as only eight of the thirty are with New York 
and Pittsburg. 

Sox’s Long Series at Home. 

The White Sox will have an open date after 
tomorrow, then go to Detroit on Wednesday 
for three games, returning here a week from 
today with practically ail the rest of their 
games scheduled for the south side grounds. 
Jones’ men have a possible thirty-six more 
games to play this season, all but eight of 
which are on home grounds. There are two 
yet to play in Cleveland and three each in 
St. Louis and Detroit. One game never may 
be played off and that is the final one of the 
rainy weather series in Philadelphia. 

The National league's constitution makes 
it compulsory to play the full number of 
scheduled games if possible, and to transfer 
games which cannot be played off in one city 
to the grounds of the other competing club 
if neceseary after all the scheduled dates in 
the former city have expired. 

The American league leaves it optional with 
the club owners or managers to transfer 
such unplayed games. 

The Sox and Athletics were able to play 
only ten of the eleven games scheduled for 
them in Philadelphia, and the Sox do not go 
to Philadelphia again this year. It needs the 
consent of both clubs and of the league to 
transfer that left over game to Chicago and 
play it off here when the Athletics make Chi- 
cago their final visit. Ifthe Phillies had been 
unable to complete thelr eleven games with 
the Spuds on the west side, National league 
law would make it compulsory for those two 
clubs to play off the remaining game or games 

on the Phillies’ grounds the latter part of this 
ienkh: 
Fault in American’s Bules. 

The National league's system is the better 
of the two, as it insures practically complet- 
ing the schedule and making ali clubs play 
as nearly as possible the same number of 
games. That awful spell of weather which 
the western American league clubs struck in 
the east during the trip just closed has left 
a large bunch of games which cannot be 
played unless transferred to western dia- 
monds. The White Sox were able to play 
every game scheduled for the east this year 
except one in Philadelphia. St. Louls was 
unable to play two of its eleven games in 
Philadelphia. Cleveland is shy one game 
echeduled in New York, but the Detroit 
club got the worst deal. The. Tigers played 
only eight out, of eleven games in Wash- 
ington, leaving three unplayed, and missed 
one of the eleven in Philadelphia. 

That means four games scheduled in Phila- 
delphia will ‘not have to be played off unless 
Manager Mack wishes to play them, and, 
with his crippled pitching staff, he is not 
likely to. Washington need not compiete 
its schedule by three games, and New York 
has one left over with Cleveland. In a close 
finish this will mean a considerable advan- 
tage for the Athletics, and a small one for 
Cleveland and New York. It will be pos- 
sible for the Athietics, for instance, to win 
a smaller number of games than the Sox 
and still beat them out in. the race on per- 
centages, which are all im favor of the clubs 
playing the fewest gumes, There should be 
some action compelling each team to play 
its full schedule if possible, through a com- 
pulsory transfer of postponed games. 

The deal the Sox got from the weather 
bureau in Philadelphia was something terrific, 
two of the three visite there being broken up 
by rain. In the epring series at Philadelphia 
the Sox were able to play only two of their 
four games, but managed to work off the two 
left overs on their second trip in midsummer. 
This last trip there was not a single day fit 
to play baseball. Two curtailed contests were 
worked in under conditions which made 
them unsatisfactory, besides depriving both 
clubs of larg@ financial returns from the 
splendid crowds that would have been on 
hand in fair weather. 


Evans’ Crude Work. 

The conditions in Philadelphia showed the 
handicap of having inexperienced umpires as- 
signed to important series. There is no ques- 
tion In the minds of baseball men throughout 
the country that the Sox received the coid 
ena of a raw deal from Pvans in that final 
attempt to play ball at Philadelphia. The 
facts admitted on all sides are that the 
grounds were not fit for baseball anyway, and 
that it was raining when the first game was 
started. But both teams agreed to pley. 
That being the case, Hvans had no right to 
suspend play in the middle of any inning 
simply because the conditions were a little 
worse than. they had been. If it was neces- 
sary to stop the game, it should have been 
done at the end of an even inning. If Evans 
had declared the conditions unfit to continue 
play after the fifth inning with the score 4 to 
8 in Philadelpihia’s favor, he would have had 
some reason on hisside. But, having started 
the sixth inning, there was no reason why he 
should not compel the Athletics to complete 
that inning so long as the rain 41d not drive 
the spectators to shelter. All sources of in- 
formation agree it was as possible to play 
when the game was called off as it had been 
when the sixth inning started, and that the 
Athietics carried their policy of delaying the 
game beyond the limit that would have been 
tolerated by an experienced umpire.

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DISAPPOINTING FEATURES OF 
WESTERN CHESS TOURNAMENT 


Hot Weather May Have Contributed to 
Inferior Quality of Play—Increased 
Attendance Shows Growth of Interest 


[BY lL. VEDEMANN.,] 

The finals of the championship tournament 
of the Western Chess association came toa 
close Monday, when Harry F. Lee of Chicago, 
George H. Wolbrecht of St. Louis, and Mag- 
nus M. Smith of Winnipeg tied for first 
place with a score of five wins and two losses, 

They decided to divide the prizes of $100, 
$50, and $25 equally and then play a two 
round match among themselves for the cham- 
pionship and the medal. Charles. Blake of 
Winnipeg and Louis Uedemann of Chicago 
received the fourth and fifth prizes of $15 


and $10. 

The surprises of the tournament were the 
bad showing of J: C. Eppens of Chicago, 
whom many had pronounced the likely win- 
ner before play began, and that of EB. F. 
Schrader of St. Louis, last year’s winner, 
and L. Uedemann, who on three out of six 
previous tournaments had carried off the 
championship. 

The quality of play in the present contest 
was, on the whole, inferior to that of some 
previous meetings. This may, perhaps, part- 
ly be accounted for by the fact that it was 
played during the hottest weather of the 
season, which made the photographs of the 
players look more like a shirtwaist party 
than a chess congress. 

A great disappointment was the absence of 
ten players who had announced their tnten- 
tion to participate, but, nevertheless, the 
number of contestants was greater than on 
any previous occasion, and this is a certain 
proof of the increasing popularity of these 
western chess meetings. 

An increased attendance ts looked for at 
next year’s Minnetonka meeting.

FIRST OF SMALL PARK MBEETS A 
GREAT SUCCESS. 


Youthfal South Side Athletes Forget 
Class Distinctions and Take Part 
in Preliminaries on Ogden Field, 
Nearly 400 Kids Competing in 
Thirty-five Events, Which Take Un- 
til Dusk to Decide — Director De 
Groot Responsible for Innovation. 


Chicago’s small park track meet—probably 
the largest of any ever held in a western 
city—was decided yesterday at Ogden park, 
Sixty-fifth street and Center avenue, one of 
the group under the jurisdiction of the south 
park board. Nearly 400 athletes took part 
In the games. thirty-five events were con- 
tested, and the shades of evening had long 
fallen before the games were completed. 

It was the first annual athietic meet “ for 
the patrons of the small parks and the resi- 
dents of the south park district.’’ Boys from 
behind the stockyards, from the slums, and 
the congested districts on the southwest side 
met boys from the aristocratio districts of 
Hyde Park and Kenwood in feats of strength 
and skill on the track and field. 

Officials of the meet declare it was the first 
time in Chicago's history that the athletes 
of the poorer and ‘the richer sections of the 
city had competed against each other. Some 
of the small park “‘ heroes ’”’ raced directly 
from a hard day’s work in the “ jungle” to 
meet their better clothed opponents from 
east of Drexel boulevard, and the scales of 
victory just as often tipped in their favor. 


Class Distinctions Forgotten. 


All bonds of class feeling were swept aside 
with the opening event, and from then on 
until the last race was decided the sons of 
the rich and the poor, of employer and em-~ 


ployé, rubbed elbows and gave and took their+~ 


defeats with ideal sportmanship; victories 
on both sides being applauded with mag- 
nanimity by the crowd that lined the fence 
inclosing the field. 

Athletes of every size and age, togged in 
the varicolored uniform of their respective 
organizations, made the great field a sea of 
color and youthful humanity. Some of the 
boys were scarcely 6 years, many of them 
weighing no mo than fifty pounds. Then 
there were some of Chicago’s old and most 
noted athletes, the veteran Zell Pettet head- 
ing the list. 

Nearly 400 were counted, all told. Less than 


-twenty-five of those who had entered the 


joust failed to put In an appearance when the 
time came to toe the marks, showing the 
great interest in sports aroused among the 
youth patronizing the small parks. All staid 
until the last moment. 


Like a Three Ring Circus. 


Director E. B. De Groot, through whose 
efforts. the meet was  poseible, decided 
before the games to segregate part of the 
performance to another portion of the field. 
Soon after the sport began the field, aecord- 
ingly, resernbled a three ring circus with 
athletes tumbling over the bar in the pole 
vault, others high Jumping, and still othere 
trying the broad jump for distance. At the 
same time the cinder track was kept red hot: 
with race after race. At 7:80 three events re- 
mained on the program and Director De 
Groot postponed them until further notice. 

This was the first “small parks’’ meet 
ever held in Chicago and the success at- 
tending it drew forth statements from Btart- 
er Du Plessis, the veteran athlete and critic, 
that next year the meet will be so big it 
will be impossible to handle the crowd of 
athletes in one afternoon. 


Finals Next Saturday. 


Next Saturday the final meet will take 
place at the Ogden park field. The games 
yesterday were for qualifying purposes, to 
simmer down the huge fields of athletes in 
each event. The refining process now has 
ieft the cream of the athietic world of the 
stockyards and the poorer, congested dis- 
tricts of the south si@e ard the pick of the 
athietic world, which has the University 
of Chicago as its nucleus. 

Good mir*s were made yesterday despite 
the overwheimingly large fields in the runs 
and the soft condition of the takeoffs in the 
field everts.

FOR ILLINI FOOTBALL TEAM. 


Four Elevens from Conference Colleges 
Will Meet Illini—Practice at Cham- 
paign Will Begin in Two Weeks. 


Champaign, Ill., Sept. 1.—[Special.})—With 
@ number of veterans and several likely men 
from last year’s freshman team for material, 
football practice will begin at the University 
of Illinois on Sept. 17. Doubt and uncertainty 
pervade athletic circles as a result of the new 
régime to be ushered in, and no roseate 
predictions about the strength of the INini 
are made. 

The reduction of the graduate coaching 
staff from four to two will be a change. It 
is prompted by an idea of retrenchment. It 
is settled that Fred Lowenthal of Chicago, 
who was head coach last fall, will not return. 
He has informed Director Huff that his de 
cigion to retire is irrevocable, although he 
may come for a week on the eve of a big 
game. Jus Lindgren, who hase been a gradu- 
ate coach for two years, will succeed Lowen- 
thal as head coach. He will be assisted either 
by Clyde Mathews of Urbana, or Arthur Hall 
of Danville. Other gridiron stars will be 
asked to come beck for a week before games 
and assist the resident coaches. 

“Doc” Young, tackle for two years and 
the best player on the eleven last fall, will 
not return to the university and his loss is a 
severe blow at the outset. The blow is soft- 
ened by a report that Jake Shepherd, end on 
the 1904 eleven, would reénter the university, 
* Mac” Fraser, the best first year piayer last 
fall, will be missing, and this, too, is a biew, 
as Fraser was oounted asa prospective star. 

The freshman eleven will furnish e number 
of candidates for the varsity. Capt. Green, 
Van Hook, lAllard, and Crawford, forwards, 
and “Prep” Long, Wehrneing, and Petti- 
grew, backs, are the most promising. Ven 
Hook, the 240 pound freshman guard, is 
slated for a post in the ne by. the rootera, 
and Wyatt, another heavyweight freshman, 
weighing 226 pounds, will be a candidate. 
Whether these big men can make good under 
the new rules is a problem. 

Veteran players who are to an- 
swer the call to practice will include former 
Capt. Moynihen, teckle; Burrough, full back; 
Tarnoski, end; and Capt. Carrithers, Stewart, 
and Bradley, half backs. Carrithers’ knee 
was injured lest season, practically retiring 
him, and there ls some apprehension that he 
will be laid up this year. Carrithers & the 
only punter of ability tn the lot, and it is con- 
ceded here that a good kicker must be kept 
on hand under the new code. 

“T think the new rules will brighten up the 
game for the spectators,” said Director Huff, 
but I think there will be just ae many in- 
juries as before.

Two Entrants from Illinois. 

A couple of Illinois entrants—Noma and 
Daffodil D.—scarcely seem able to win the 
Kentucky race. Noma took a record of 2.19 
last year in a winning race, and Daffodil D. 
got one three-quarters of, a second slower 
in the first heat of a race at Galesburg, where 
she is owned, but was then beaten. This 
year she has been unsteady. She worked a 
mile as a 2 year old better than 2:15, and 
has speed enough to win any futurity if only 
it can be controlled. 

I look for Bd Custer to be one of the con- 
tending colts in the Futurity, and it might 
easily come about that he would win, in 
which case the victory would be to the glory 
of Chicago, the colt being owned here, as is 
Noma. Codero and Quisetta hail from New 
England, and the last named has been start- 
ing this year in the races for 3 year olds, 
She is a nice filly, a shade frail looking like 
a good many of the Bingens, but she has not 
beaten anybody to speak of. Codero has been 
prepared for the Kentucky race by “ Lon 
McDonald, who won the stake last fall with 
Miss Adbell. This makes Codero worth look- 
ing after at stages, and, as he has been 
working some easy miles around 2:18 and 
is sound and good looking, the chances, are 
all in favor of his being close to the front In 
the futurity, as McDonald is not a man 
to give his colt charges many fast miles be- 
fore race day comes around, and this plan 
frequently enables him to win unexpectedly, 
as was the case last fall when Miss Adbell 
beat 2:10 for him in a second heat after all 
the rail birds, who had watched her all sum- 
mer, had her down as not better than a 2:12 
nag. 

At Baden, Austria, the other day was con- 
tested the annual race for the trotting cham- 
plonship of Europe. There were five start- 
ers this year—Wainscott, Contralto, Brownlie 
Wilton, and Lord Revelstoke—which finished 
in the order named. Wainscott’s time for the 
necessary two heats wag 2:10 7-10, 2:11 1-10, 
the timing over there being done to an even 
finer point than in this country. 


Wainscott Now a Celebrity. 


Wainscott now will ‘be one of the equine 
celebrities on the other side. Although he 
took a record in this country of 2:10%, he 
did not remain long before the public, owing 
to a series of misfortunes. He was brought 
up from Texas in 1903 by Willis Foote, hav- 
ing been named in the M. & M. race at De- 
troit. On the way to Michigan the colt (he 
was then 4) was caught in a railroad acci- 
dent, one result of which was to fill the car 
in which Wainscott traveled with steam 
from a disabled locomotive, and it was a 
wonder the horse was not scalded to death. 
As it was, the terrific heat to which he was 
for several hours subjected took a lot out 
of him, and when he landed at Detroit the 
stallion weighed 100 pounds less than when 
he left Texas. 

Before the big race at Betroit Wainscot 
showed a mile in 2:10, and on the strength of 
this J. ¥. Gatcomb paid $10,000 for him. In 
the M. & M. Waltlnscott put up a desperate 
fight, winning two heats, then losing to John 
Taylor. It was in this race that Wainscott 
took his record of 2:10%, and he showed him- 
self athoroughly game racehorse. But,after 
what the railroad wreck had done to him, 
the five hard heats at Detroit were a little 
too much, and he was of (no account 
the balance of the season. Im the fall he 
waé sent to the auctions and sold for export. 

There is every reason why Wainscott should, 
be a game trotter as well asa fast one. His 
sire, Alcy Wilkes, record 2:16, was a son of 
Alcyone, 2:27, the best son of George Wilkes. 
The dam of Alcy Wilkes was by a son of 
Blood Chief, he by Mambrino Chief. In the 
female line Wainscott is no less stoutly bred, 
his dam being by King Reno, orie of the best 
bred sons of Belmont, second dam by Harold. 


American Horses Abroad. 


Ail the horses that. opposed Waltiscott in 
the Baden race were American, and each 
had performed creditably in this country. 
Contralto was a great 4 year old over. here a 
few seasons back. She comés from the Elec- 
ticneer family through The Conqueror, 2:12\%. 
Brownie Wilton is a rough gaited trotter 
that George Saunders campaigned two years 
ago, giving him a record of 2:10. Lord Rev- 
elstoke was disqualified in the second heat 
forzunning. He is a son of Bingen and took 
a 3 year old record of 2:12% in this country 
in about the only race in which he stuck to 
the trot. Making breaks was Lord Reve!l- 
stoke’s weakness, but he came by it hon- 
estly, as Bingen, when on the turf, could 
jump up as easily as any trotter I ever saw, 
and May Fern, dam of Lord Revelstoke, was 
even more unsteady than Bingen.

A strong gouth wind was blowing, other- 
wise the day was ideal for racing. 

Ralph Cudney’s chestnut mare, Ruth Marte, 
won the first heat in the opening race, but 
could not stall off the strong bid of Tilla Mar- 
grave in the next two heats. 

The second, a pacing race, was won by Rosa

The third furnished the best race of the day, 
finally going to Marigold. The first heat was 
won by Dot, which was nosed out by Little 
Sweetheart in a sensational! finish in the sec- 
ond, Little Sweetheart made a bad break on 
the first turn in the third heat, Marigold tak- 
ing the lead, winning the next two heats, 
after a hard drive in the stretch to beat Dot's 
determined bid.

HILL TESTS FOR AUTOS, 


EVENTS AT ALGONQUIN, ILL., AT- 
TRACT LARGE LIST OF ENTRIES. 


Fifty Cars Expected to Participate in 
‘Thursday’s Big Contest, and Local 
Enthusiasts Journey to the ‘cene 
of Action—Decision As to Winner 
Will Be Reached by a Handicap 
Formula — List of Officials Is An- 
nounced. 


With the prospect of having an entry list 
that will compare favorably with any in the 
country this year, the Chicago Automobile 
Trade association and the Chicago Automo- 
bile club are today arranging their program 
for their second big event of the local motor- 
ing year—the double hill climb at Algonquin, 
IiL., next Thursday, 

There its every indication that the contests 
will bring out a@ large attendance of sight- 
seers as well as contestants, and it is con- 
fidently expected that there will be at least 
100 cars from Chicago at Algonquin on the 
day of the climbs, not to forget many par- 
ties from surrounding towns where automo- 
bile enthusiasm runs high. 

It will be a sort of motoring holiday, for 
Algonauin being fifty miles from Chicago 
it will be necessary for most of the motor- 
ists to leave town on Wednesday and pass 
the night either at Elgin, Algonquin, Wcod- 
stock, or Crystal Lake in order to be on the 
scene when the first contests start at 10 
o’clock Thursday morning. 


Local Enthusiasts to Attend. 


In order that there shall be rnectators 
enough to make it interesting the Chicago 
Automobile club, through the chairman of its 
runs and tours committee, Charles E. Greg- 
ory, has arranged a tour of its members and 
other interested Chicagoans to the scene of 
the climb. This party will leave the fountain 
on the south drive of Garfield park at 4 
o'clock Wednestay afternoon, stopping at 
Elgin for the night. If possible a dance will 
be arranged either at Elgin or Woodstock. 

The morning climbs will be heid on Perry 
bill, which is a quarter of a mile long. On 
this incline the cars will make their attempts 
from standing starts. In the afternoon the 
scene of action will be transferred to Philiips 
hill, north of the town, where the flying start 
trials wiil be held. 

Five classes are provided for, and in order 
to arrive at the winner in each the times made 


on the two hills wili be bunched and averaged 


up. Then the handicap formula will come 
into play. the committee having decided to 
use a modification of the system employed in 
England. The cylinder capacity of the motor 
will be multiplied by the time in seconds, then 
divided by the weight of the car. In this way 
it is claimed every machine in the contests 
will have an even break. 


Entry List Numbers Fifty. 

While the entries to the climb officialiy 
closed last night the classification cannot be 
made until today, for Charles P. Root, who 
has charge of the entriez. will wait until 
he opens his mail this morning before an- 
nouncing the fields that will contest for the 
five cups. That there will be at least fifty 
cars entered is anticipated, for last night 
thirty-five nominations had been received 
and enough more are known to bein the muils 
to bring the total up to the coveted half hun- 
dred. 

So far no nominations have been received 
for the special class provided for steamers. 
The committee was compelled to segregate 
this type of automobile for the reason that 
it was impossible to handicap them under the 
formula adopted. Wheteher or not any ofthe 
steamers will make the climb is a question 
that will not be settled until Mr. Root’s mail 
is opened teday.: In the gasoline classes, A, 
for cars listing at $1,000 and under, has eight 
nominations; B, for cars from $1,000 to 
$1,750 had but four, while there are ten in 
class C, for cars between $1,750 and $2,500. 
The bulk of the nominations come under class 
D, for cars $2,500 and over—the “ big boys " of 
the game.

Local Tennis Fans Hardly Expected 014 
| Harvard Star to Dispose of Wright in 
National Championship Finals. 


The premier event of the American tennis 
season is over, and, consistent with the his- 
tory of this event for the last féw years, a 
hew champion has been returned. 

The winning of the title by William J. 
Clothier, the ex-Harvard champion, was a 
distinct surprise to nearly every. one, as he 
had been playing in far from his best form 
this year, and in practice matches previous 
to the tournament he had been beaten. re- 
peatedly. ‘ 

Wright was unquestionably off edge, owing 
mainly to lack of practice, caused by the ac- 
cident to his hand. Then, too, the loss of a 
finger may have affected his playing, although 
it could have little effect except in his serving, 
as Wright is left handed and the amputated 
finger was cn his right hand. Clothier was 
favored in the beginning by a lucky draw, and 
there are many who will still maintain that 
Karl Behr is the better man. Behr was 
foreed to meet Raymond D. Little in the 
semi-final round in what proved to be the 
severest match played on the Newport courts 
in years. This match was so close and so 
fatiguing that Behr was worn out when he 
faced Clothier on the following day, and, ac- 
cording to all reports, failed to do himself 
justice. 

Clothier’s easy win over Wright in the 
challenge round was the biggest surprise in 
years, as his most ardent admirers looked 
for a hard five set match at least. Clothier’s 
victory was a popular one, as he represents 
the height of the American style of game. 
His strokes are the cleanest and at the same 
time the severest of any of the eastern play- 
ers, and beyond this he isan unusually heady 
player. He changes his style of play easily 
and in this way is always able to meet his 
opponents’ attack. He resembles Larned in 
style more than any one else and has much 
of the ex-champion’s brilliancy and little of 
his wildness. He is one of the tallest and 
most athletic men in the game and is enabled 
to cover court in a remarkable way owing to 
his speed and great reach. Last year he was 


given a ranking of fourth by the National ' 


association, Wright, Ward, and Larned be- 
ing placed above him. He received his high- 
est rating in 1904, when he ranked second to 
Holcombe Ward, the champion of that year. 

In the national tournament he has been 
runner-up twice, in 1908 to H. L. Doherty and 


in 1004 to Holcombe Ward. Last season was’ 


his *‘ off year,”’ and hig return to form and 
victory this season, although a surprise, is 
well deserved. 

‘The tristate championship at Cincinnati, 
which began yesterday, will close the west- 
ern season as far as open tournaments are 
concerned. This tournament generally draws 
the “ classiest "’ list of entries of any of the 
western events, as the easterners, fresh from 
their battles at Newport, usually attend in 
force:

The policeman said: “ You went 
through our town at thirty kilometers an 
hour, whereas we do not allow a speed above 
twelve.

Policeman Brandishes Gun. 
Spitger protested, saying he had been care- 


speed of about ten or fifteen kilometers an 
hour. 

Spitzer had nd German money. He ex- 
plained the matter to the policemen, who 
thereupon became exceedingly angry. and, 
brandishing a revolver, pointed it at Spitzer: 
The latter was ordered to return to the vil- 
lage and see the burgomaster. The policeman 
added; 

“ The law authorizes me to use this weapon 
unless you come along quietiy.” 

Spitzer began to wonder whether he was 
in a civilized country. His wife was much 
frightened by the sight of the big revolver, 
which the policeman continued to point at 
them. 

On arriving at the Saint George police quar- 
tera the policeman removed.a small sword 
he had by his side, but continued to keep his 
gun in hishand. He turned on the American, 
holding the weapon in a threatening manner, 
and told them to follow him into a dark room, 
where they were confronted by three other 
individuals, who began to ask all manner of 
foolish questions, such aa to the place of their 
birth. 

All this time the revolver was kept pointed 
at them as though they were the greatest 
criminale in history. Spitzer, in teliing of his 
experience today, said: 


Pays to Save Bother. 

‘To save time ackl bother and to divertthe 
direction of the pistol, which was making my 
wife really ill, I deeided to pay the money. I 
Gemanded a receipt. The officials wrote out 
on @ plece of paper the amount they had re- 
ceived and stamped it with a rubber stamp. 
Of course, officiaty speaking, the receipt wae 
worth nothing. There wae nething I could 
see to prevent the officials from putting the 
money in their pocket. 

“When we paid we were allowed te con- 
tinue our route, which we were only too gied 
to do, if for no other reason than to leave € 
country where such methods are employed. 

“On arriving at Nancy we mentioned the

LONDON, Sept. 1.—A flutter of excitement 

was noticeable at Simpson's old fashioned 
hostelry off Cheapside the other day, when 
an elderly customer almost guessed the size 
and weight of the place's historic oheese, a 
feat accomplished only seven times in 200 
years. City men who have lunched regu- 
larly at the restaurant for forty years or so, 
making daily guesses without hitting the 
mark, were roused to enthusiasm, not to say 
jealousy. 

The ancient ceremony of ‘‘ Ye Cheese”’ is 
the quaint finale to a special luncheon at 1 
o'clock each afternoon. Tables are set on 
three sides of a square with places for sixty- 
five persons. A carved seat is reserved for 
the chairman, a man of 75 years attached to 
the restaurant, who acte daily as host. 


Cheese Huge Slice of Cheddars. 

The cheese is usually a stately segment of 
cheddar. The portion borne in ls somewhere 
between thirty and ferty pounds in weight, 
sometimes more than two feet high, and of 
noble girth. 

On its appearance the chairman taps with 
a wooden hammer for silence. 

“* Gentlemen, we will now proceed with the 
ancient custom of guessing the cheese,"’ he 
says, impressively. 

The waiters give each gu¢st a siip of paper 
with spaces left for estimates of beight, 
girth, and weight of the cheese. Meanwhile, 
the cheese has been placed on @ revolving 
pedestal in front of the chairman, who sol- 
emnily takes from a cabinet a spirit level, a 
long rule, and a tape measure, <A pair of 
scales is produced from under the tabie. 
Then the chairman cries: 

“ Gentlemen, the height.” 


Affair Full of Ceremony. 

With becoming dignity he swings the 
cheese around slowly, so that all may see in 
tu After a due interval he asks the guests 
to rd their ideas of girth and weight, 
When all have written, the chairman levels, 
measures, and weighs the cheese. 

Should any one be right, as so nearly hap- 
pened on this occasion, the proprietor asks 
the guests to drink the health of the winner 
in champagne. 

The present chairman once achieved this 
distinction, and on Aug. 23, 1887, another gen- 
tleman immortalized himself. There have 
been only five other winners. 


FIND MORE GREEK SCULPTURES. 


Excavations on Island of Delos Bring 
te Light Art Treasures Which

ENGLISH LIBERALS AND LABOR-

the liberal and labor parties in this country 
is widening. The recent intervention of the

ing among the members of the latter party. 
A junior whip the other day declared war on 
the independent labor or socialist party, and 
expressed the conviction that liberalism, 
which never has thriven upon socialism, had 
now got to stand upon its own legs. 

Keir Hardie, leader of the labor party in thé 
house of commons, has taken up the chal- 
lenge in an article in the current number of 
the Labor Leader. He says Lockermouth 
is but the first of a long series of contests in 
which labor will be in conflict with Uberals 
and conservatives. 

“Labor must go on fighting for its own 
hand, carglem: of whether its enemy weer 
one or two heads, for all who oppose thelabor 
candidate are enemies of labor, whether they 
are known a@ liberal or conservative. Go- 
clalism, too, is bound to grow, The struggic 
is between God and mammon, and liberalism 
has been a devotee of mammos.”

Britain’s Experts Find Shock- 
ing Conditions in Lon- —. 
don Markets.

LONDON, Aug. 233.—Guilty American meat 
packers may at least rejoice in having com- 
penions in crime. Examinations just made 
in England by various sanitary authorities 
conclusively demonstrate that English meat 
packers and other food manufacturers are 
quite op a par with their American cousina, 
whom they have so loudly denounced recent- 
ly. From every part of London, and, indeed, . 
from all the big cities of England, come re 
ports from sanitary authorities to the effect 
that conditions prevailing in a number of 
canning factories, in meat markets, slaughte 
houses, and butcher shops, “ could not be 
worse.” 
According to statements made over their 
own signatures by many of the most promi 
nent public analysts, meat prepared and put 
up by English packers often is in a ¢ondi> 


absolutely poisonous, All sorts of ruses and 
dodges are employed for concealing the 
nature of the foodstuffe prepared in 
country. 
When the firet announcements of the Chi 
cago exposures reached England, a universal] 
shout went up from meat packers to the 
effect that had “ home industries ” 
patronised there would have been no | 
for alarm. Almost immediately the importa- 
tion of American canned goods dropped off 
No opportunity was lost by British packers 
themeelves, and the “ trade” generally, te 
roast American products of every kind; 
while wrecking the American market, these 
packers made desperate attempts to get 
their own products prominently before the 
public. Stores in various parts of London 
splayed big signe, reading, “ No American 
tinned goods sold here-—British products 
onty,”” and “* Use honest British sane atin 
eat vile American stuff.” 


Practically No Inapection of Meat. 
But the triymph was not for long. Dr. ¥. 
Cooper, one of the best known medical men 
in Londen, who is also member of parliament 
and of the London county council, rose up 
bravely to say in pubife that English meat 
packers and sellers were as guilty as the 
American rivals. In a statement madeto 
writer on this subject Dr. Cooper said:

LONDON, Sept. L—London is in the throes 

of another heat wave. The heat Is so intense 
that people through lack of energy actually 
have ceased to anathematise roadbreakera, 
which now are in full poagsession of the west 
end. When the biinds in the west end go 
down the streets come up and the operations 
cause much inconvenience, though doubtless 
this ts the best time of year for the work toe 
be carried out.

It was thought et one 
time the adoption of asphalt would render 
wholesale relaying of roadg almost unneces- 
sary, but though the system stands the wear 
and tear better than wood blocks, it ia found 
to go the way of all things.

In one case, where boracic 
euid. was found in potted ham the meat had 
turned black, and it was testified by experts 
that it had been treated with preservative 
because it was unfit for human consumption 
when packed. The firm whose label was on 
this abomination had been supplying large 
quantities of canned meats to the British 
army, and had branches in London, Dover, 
Dublin, Aldershot (the principal army corps 
Gibraltar, and other places. Un- 
Woubtedly each year thousands of tonsof this 
deleterious canned stuff was supplied to the 
British army. The magistrates on this occa- 
sion imposed a fine of $25 on one analysis, and 
$250 cost®; while other analyses were sent up 
for “further investigation.”’ 

The public analyst who has done more 
Work on food stuffs than any other London 
health officer, is Dr. D. L. Thomas, medical 
officer of health for the metropolitan borough 
of Stepney. It is in Dr. Thomas’ district that 
many of the largest London docks are sit- 
wated. Here arrive daily shipments from 
all over the world; and it is from this dis- 
trict that large shipments of British canned 
Moods are sent abroad. £-° 
Dr. Thomas was found by the writer in his 


‘Jaboratory, surrounded by huge piles of 


English and American canned goods, the 
contents of which were undergoing various 
processes of analysis. 


American Goods Safer. 

“We examine in thie district,”” said Dr, 
Thomas, “foodstuffs trom all parts of the 
world. We have fruits and puips from Tas- 
imania; rabbits, fruits, and meat from Aus- 
tralia; meats, saimon, and fruiis from Can- 
ada; and some fruit from California. Our re- 
suite point conclusively to the fact that 
British goods are no better than those from 
America: and, in many cases, much worse. 
Wor instance, to give some in. eresting figures, 
ip 1001 110 tons of impure food were de- 
mtroyed; in. 1002 430 tons of bad food were 
destroyeds ‘n 1006 458 tons of bad food were 
destroyed: while in 1904 there were 735 tons 


of British food which had to be condemned,

used as food by human beings. 


~“Blown” Cans Resealed and Sold. 


“As every one knows, tinned meats be- 
come ‘blown’ if decomposition goes on in 
the cans—that is, jhe ends of the cans bulge 
omt from the gases of decomposition. Often 
when these tins are open the most offensive 
smell is given forth. Frevious to our rigid 
examination of these foods it was a practice 
among-certain dealers to prick these tins 
with microscopic hoies to let cut the de- 
composing gases, and then to have the tins 
rélabeled and resealed. As a consequence 
lafge quantities of rotten, decayed tinned 
foods found their way on the market, and 
i-nave no doubt many deaths could have 
been traced to them had their condition been 
suspect ‘When I was medical offictr of

ROME, Aug. 20.—It may be roughly said 
that to half of intelligent Italy, Giosue Car- 
@ucel is a hero, a god, a being who can do no. 
wrong, but to the other half he isa bear, who 
shows his claws when not left alone. : 

Carduce! under all aspects stands at 1 e 
head of the Italian poets. Small in stature, 
with a broad ugure, a rough beard, short and 
square like its owner, and a shock of white 
hair, he looks more like a philosopher than 
a@ weaver of rhymes. 

Carducci doem not lend himself? to light 

anecdote and description. He is a poet of 
high ideals and lofty form, with a past which 
does him credit for its patriotism and so- 
briety, and an old age of modest competency 
and péace. 
- Carducci was born on July 27, 1835, at Val 
di Castello, in the Pisa district in Tuscany. 
His father was a physician of modest means, 
half revolutionary, half student, who gave 
his sons a good education and then expected 
them to shift for themselves. Giosue was 
scarcely out of college when he married, at 
ee: age of 24, Elvira Menicucci, a distant rela- 
tive. 


Begins Career as Instructor. 

After instructing the youth of Florence, he 
went as professor to Bologna, where he has 
been ever since. The boys were ready for 
any mischief. To them one day came a little 
man with abundant black hair standing up 
all over his head, and a brusque manner. 
The Uttle man carried a theater hat, which 
he flourished as he began to lecture. The 
smiles broadenéd and in proportion to the 
smile the flourishes grew more pronounced, 
until there was a confused vision of a face 
red with indignation, circles made by a big 
hat, from the midst of which came a sma!! 
voice, trembling with rage. <A loud laugh 
was not to be suppressed. Carducci stopped 
suddenly, gathered up his papers, opened .he 
absurd hat with a click, clapped it on his 
head, and rushed from the hall, swearing 
he would leave wologna. 

But the rector of the university explained 
who the new professor was and the students, 
much impressed, asked forgiveness. Now, 
forty-two years later, Carducci enters the 
leCture room in the midst of awe inspired si- 
lence, beloved and revered by his pupils to 
the verge of adoration. His lectures are 
listened to as though dropping from the 
mouth of a god, and taken as the laws of the 
Medes and Persians. 


Is Tempery and Solitary. 
Carducci’s chief characteristics are his 


bursts of rage and his love of being left alone 
which amounts to churlishness. He is rarely | 


| given occasion for anger, except when h 
| finds himself being gazed at ; 


curiously or | 
some one taking a snapshot of him. 

One thing he never rmits is strangers 
going to his lectures nde to listen but to look | 
at him. This he cannor entirely avoid, as | 
the lectures at the university are public, but | 


not attend to what is being said. 

On one occasion a certain deputy “ dropped | 
in’’ almost at the last moment. Carducci | 
stopped in the middle of a sentence and in- | 
vited him to leave, as he was disturbing the 
students. The deputy, nettled, refused, | 
On being asked the third time, and finding | 
himself unpleasantly conspicuous, he went | 
out, and later wrote a letter to the poet 
in which he qualified him as an “ unmanner- | 
ly person.”” The case got into the papers and | 
became a cause célébre, the whole of the | 
country being divided irto two camps. The ' 
only serene person. was Carducct himself. 

One snowy, wintry day the professor, just | 
as ‘he was leaving home, slipped and fell. | 
By the time he reached the university he | 
was in the worst of humors. He began a | 
lecture on Petrarch. After a few words he | 
picked up the book and threw it with all his | 
might into the midst of the astonished stu- | 


dents, jammed his broad brimmed, gray felt | } 


hat on his head, and left, saying, “T : 
, ‘ oO tk

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ATTACKS GERMAN 
MEAT METHODS. 


Expert, Moved by Chicago Rev- 


elations, Finds Home Con- 
ditions Not Best. 


PLEA IS FORCLEANLINESS. 


Products Unsold and Kept from 
' One Season to Next in Stor- 
age Houses. 


(FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE } 


BERLIN, Aug. 22.—Moved by the recent 
revelations in Chicago, Dr. P. Meissner, a 
noted authority, has made a thorough in- 
vestigation of meat conditions in the Ger- 
man capital and is publishing a series of 
articles on the subject in one of the leading 
Berlin papers. He finds that while there are 
no such conditions as has been charged exist 
in Chicago, not everything in Berlin is as it 
should be. 

Meissner shows that fn 1904 in the munict- 
pal slaughter house 162.808 head of cattle, 
166,006 calves, 450,168 sheep, and 1,006,027 
hogs were slaughtered, or a daily killing of 
444.92 cattle, 457.560 calves, 1,208.18 sheep, 
and 2,758.50 hogs. But this ts only a part of 


ties are brought from parts outside of the 
city. 

Meat is sold in Berlin not only by retail 
butchers but also in the municipal market 
halls. The market halls are divided into two 
groups. In the central market meat is sold 
only at wholesale. Meissner finds that the 
central hall, although only built a few years 
ago, is entirely too small to satisfy the de- 
mands ef Berlin. He complains that the 
approaches to this hall are entirely inade- 
quate. e 


Central Hall for Product. 


The meat is brought to the central market 
hall in the following Manner. At 8 o'clock 
in the morning the municipal slaughter house 
opens its door to the pork butchers. The men 
place the hogs on the well known green 
butcher wagons and at a wild pace drive to 
the central market. Between the hours of 8 
and 4a race takes place between the different 
butcher wagons, for évery one endeavors to 
obtain the best place near the hall. Between 
4 and 5 o’clock the streets near the market 
halls are crowded with butcher and vegetable 
wagons in such a manner that traffic is abso- 
lutely impeded. It can be well understood 
that such conditions do not promote cleanli- 
ness or care in the handling of meat. 

Meissner, in fact, saw things that did not 
promote his appetite for meat. In the first 
place he objects to the manner in which the 
meat is carried. The mén place the meat on 
their shoulders in such a manner so that their 
heads and hair come in close touch with the 
pieces. He does not understand why the 
men do not wear Roods andaprons. It was 
also observed that occasionally a quarter 
piece fails from the wagon and other vehicles 
drive overift. The meat delivered in the cen- 
tral hall ie sold to the retail butchers. Meiss- 
ner finds fault that this meat thus delivered 
must undergo another drive, often lasting 
heurs, before it gets into the hands of the 
consumer. 


Examined Before It Is Sold. 

While the meat which comes form the mu- 
nicipal slaughter houses has been microscop- 
ically examined before being delivered to the 
central market hall, the meat from abroad 
undergoes such an examination in the build- 
ing before it ds allowed to be sold. About 
sixty-six cars bearing foodstuffs arrive daily 
at a depot near the central market hall. 
Meissner is also not entirely satisfied with 
the cleanliness of the different stands in the 
hall where the meat is sold. Frequently 
these stands have inadequate washing ar- 
rangements or the floors are not kept clean. 

Meissner devotes a special article to the 
refrigerators and cold storage plants, which, 
however, are in private hands. Meissner 
says while these plants are useful for the 
proper preservation of meat, they frequently 
serve for doubtful speculation purposes. 
For example, he notes that at the beginning 
of the rabbit season hundreds of these ani- 
mals are sold in the wholesale market. The 
rabbits are bought up and the public im- 
agines there is a scarcity. The rabbits have 
been placed in the storage houses and when 
the prices have risen they are sold in the 
market. What is more, it sometimes hap- 
pens that when these rabbits are not so!d 
one season they remain in the storage houses 
until the mext. As with game, the same is 
done with hogs, cattle, etc., and in this man- 
ner an artificial meat famine is produced. 

Meissner also does not like newspapers for 
wrapping purposes, and says refuse often is 
placed in the corners of stalls. He also 
charges that meat is sometimes doctored by 
means of syringes to give it the proper 
weight. 

Interest in Persian Affairs.

Men Who Face Danger Daily in Battles 


with Seas Receive Only Sixty-five Dol- 


lars a Month for Duties. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. api mye 
Disaster is almost certain to overtake t 
lite saving service of the United State, 
which is badly crippled because of the ex- 
tremely hazardous duties the men are called 
upon to perform, the smail amount of pay 
they receive, and the fact that they préc- 
tically receive no pension. 

These brave surfmen, who risk their lives 
in endeavoring to pave mililons of dollars 
worth of property every yeas, are paid but 
$65 a month, and are employed only ten 
months in the year. 

The only provision made for the care of 
these courageous men when they are dis- 
abled is that during the one year of disabil- 
ity received in the line of duty they are paid 
their monthly salaries, and in extreme cases 
where the men by humiliating themseives 
can show that they are still unable toresume 
their duties they may be carried on the reill 
for another twelve months. 

lf a surfman hoses bis life in the dlacharge 
of his duty his widow receives his monthly 
pay for the period of two years, but at the 
expiration” of that time she must do the 
best she can to provide for herself, 

In addition to the small compensation, the 
men receive no vacation, and they are re- 
quired to be on duty day and’night at the 
lite saving station, and are given but one 
day’s leave during their entire annual term 
of service. This means that a man receiv- 
ing $65 a month must maintain practically 
two homes. 

He must live at the life saving station and 
board himself, and at the same time, if he 
ig married, he must provide for his family. 

The life savers are in proportion to the re- 
sponsibilities of their work the poorest paid 
people in the employ of the government. 
Even the messengers in the government de- 
partments at Washington receive as mucti 
pay as this band of heroic surfmen, and 
ail the former have to do is to sit in a chatr 
outside of an office for eight hours a day 
polishing the seat of their trousers,

Industrial and Amusement En- 
terprises Given $99,000,- 
000 in a Year. 


BRITISH SLOW TO ACT. 


Comparatively Few of New Busi- 


ness Ventures Backed by 
John Bull. 


Ottawa, Canada, Aug. 81.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}—Americats are found to be 
largely interested in the numerous undertak- 
ings incorporated under the laws of the do- 
minion daring the last year, including those 
of a sporting charaeter and to cater to the 
amusement loving public as well as industria) 


The total authorised capital of the com- 
panies receiving dominion letters patent only 
last year, exceeded $89,000,000, and Increased 
capital was authorized to colfipanies pre- 
vituely in existence to the amownt of $9,000,- 
000, making &@ total for the year of more than 
$108,000,000. 

The aggregate capital authorized to these 
dominion companies in the last five years, 
1900 to 1905, both inclusive, was over $382.000,- 
000. These aré companies that have received 
dominion incorporation only, and the Ist does 
not include the enormous number of concerns 
doing business undér provincial charters only 
in Ontario, Quebec, Manitoba, the northwest, 
British Columbia, and the maritime prov- 
inces, the powers conferred by which are re- 
stricted to the provinces respeotively in which 
letters patent are issued. 


Some American Enterprises. 

Among the Dominion concerns, the Mate- 
majaw club, with headquartefs at 
Montreal, consists entirely of Americane— 
namely: Charles G. Peters, gentleman, Nes- 
gau county, N. Y¥.; W. W. Watson, R. T. and 
J. H. Weinwright, Westchester county; 
Howard Whilietsa, White Plains, N. Y.; and 
John Caswell of Pride’s Crossing, Mase. ‘ihe 
club has power to acquire real estate, fishing 
and hunting privileges and buildings, and im- 
prove and develop its properties in any part 
of Canada. 

Zelotes Eatl Martin of Chicago and J. B. 
Lord end H. A. Hall of Malden, Mass., are 
@irectors of the Boston Varnish company, 
established to deal in paints, chemicals, var- 
nighes, and glass, at Montreal and eleewhere 
In Canada, as well as of the Martin Semour 
company for the game purpose, also at Mon- 
treal and elsewhere. 


British Investors Few. 


The only companies given déminion incore 
poration during the last year in which Eng- 
lish investors are interested were the Na- 


‘tional Drug and Chemical company of Can- 


ada, Montreal, and the Chamberlain Mineral 
company of Sudbury, Ont. 

The name of James A. Smart, the former 
deputy minister of the tnterior, which was so 
prominently used in connection with the re- 
cent parliamentary investigations into the 
so-called immigration scandals, appears in 
the list of corporate members of the James 
A. Smart company, Montréal, which has re- 
ceived dominion incorporation. The company 
ig established to carry on the businese‘of 
passenger booking agents, to acquire lands, 
buildings, machinery, cattle, and other ranch 
stock and settlers suppHes, and to carry on 
@ general exchange and agency business. 

Qne of the newly incorporated dominion 
companies is the Agricultural and Industrial 
Corporation of the missionaries of the Holy 
Ghost, limited, with a capital stock amount- 
ing to $100,000. The tncorporators have ac- 
quired not lese than 1,651 acres of land on the 
north shore of the Ottawa river, opposite the 
capital, in Hull township, including an island 
in the Gatineau river, their headquarters 
being St. Alexandre de la Gatineau, where 
they will establish scientific and agricultural 
schools, industrial and technical training 
schools, an orphanage and mission houses, 
and develop water power on the river for the 
above establishments and sell the surplus 
energy when developed. 


Separate Regime in Ottawa? 

The proposal to take action to induce the 
dominion government to turn Ottawa into a 
separate administrative district similar to 
the District of Columbia, comprising the cap- 
ital of the United States, has given rise to 
hostile criticism from different parts of the 
country, representing Ottawe ase a sort of 
municipal mendicant seeking aggrandize- 
ment at the expense of the rest of the do- 
minion, 

The fact is, Ottawa has for many years 
been heavily burdened by the exemption of 
government property from taxation which, 
on the basis of the yearly total contributed 

the taxpayers generelly, would amount to 

,000 a year. The government at present 
contributes $60,000 a year towards the im- 
provement of the capital, chiefly in the way 
of public parks, already the property of the 
city, making driveways. 

These figures show that far from Ottawa 
being in the debt of the government with re- 
gard to these expenditures, the latter is pay- 
ing $270,000 per annum less than the citizens 
themselves,

HEALTHIER HOMES FOR WORKERS. 

City inspectors cannot increase the 
wages or shorten the hours of labor of the 
women who work in the sweatshops of the 
Ghetto district or who take great bundles 
of garments to their homes. The mother 
and her children may toil long hours in their 
own rooms for a miserable pittance, and the 
city can add nothing directly to that pit- 
tance. But there are many things which it 
can and should do to minister to their com- 
fort. It camdo much to preserve their health 
and thereby their efficiency as wage earn- 
ers. As long as they are well they can man- 
age to live and get some comfort out of life— 
more c6émfort than many imagine. When 
sickness comes utter misery comes with it. 

Sanitary inspectors and building inspect- 
ors have suddenly been moved to investigate 
conditions in the overcrowded tenements of 
the Ghetto. They have discovered evils 
which should have- been remedied long ago. 
They would have been but for the indiffer- 
ence of inspectors or for the reluctance of 
property ownérs to make improvements and 
the ease with which they can get political 
influence to back them up when they refuse 
to put their premises in order after having 
been directed to do so. They get enormous 
rents for their tumbledown, insanitary 
buildings, which are unfit for human occu- 
pancy, but they are tinwilling to spend money 
in altering or rebuilding. 

Their tenants pay for foul and unhealthy 
quarters twice or thrice what they should 
pay for decent living rooms. Huddled to- 
gether as they are in undrained and rotten 
tenements, condemned to continuous breath- 


ing of foul air, it is not strange that-their 


“natural force” is abated and that they 
sicken and die. It is not to be wondered at 
that consumption should be rife among 
them. Taeir work would be hard if done 
in decent quarters, but it would not be so 
harmful to health and life as it is now. 

The men on whom the city inspectors 
should declare war are the owners of the un- 
sewered, unventilated tenements of the 
Ghetto district. These tenements should be 
swept away, even if all the clothing made 
in them were being made in the airiest, light- 
est, and cleanest of workshops. As it will 
be some time before garments cease to be 
made in the homes of the workers there is a 
double reason why those homes should be 
fit to live in. 

It will not bean easy matter to force prop- 
erty owners to abate the nuisances they are 
maintaining. Some of them will plead pov- 
erty. Some will fly to their aldermen and 
ask them to call off the bothersome officials. 
Aldermen have done a great deal of that 
bad work in the past. The sanitary and 
building inspectors, if they set out to do 
their duty and are not interfered with while 
discharging it, can do much in a comparative- 
ly short time to better the condition of the 
workers about whose hard lot so much has 
recently been written. 

The sooner the campaign is begun against 
the owners of tenements which need re- 
modeling the better. If it be delayed until 
cold weather begins the owners will say 
that nothing can be done during the winter 
and will ask for a respite unti! spring, when 
they will be ready with another excuse. The 


. work of renovation should begin now, so 


that the death rate in the Ghetto may begin 
to decrease. 


LITTLE KNOWN OF RUSSIA. 

Official statistics of the doings of Russian- 
terrorists during one week show that 101 
officials, police and soldiers, were killed and 
ninety-two were wounded, and 291 private 
persons were killed or’ wounded. Thirty- 
four spirit shops were plundered, private 
and individual institutions were robbed of 
$180,000, and state institutions of $85,000. 
There were also 150 armed attempts to rob 
banks, houses, etc. 

These government statistics show a'lam- 
entable absence of peace and good order 
in Russia. But they give only an incomplete 
idea of conditions in that distracted country. 
They tell what the terrorists did, but not 
what the government did. They do not 
specify the number of persons killed, 
wounded, or thrown into prison by the police 
and the soldiers. Some of them may have 
been treated no worse than they deserved, 
but among those on whom the iron hand of 
the government fell there may have been 
many innocent. 

Neither from government officials nor 
from any other source does detailed in- 
formation come of the condition of affairs 
in the extensive provinces where famine 
has followed a failure of the crops. There 
is an occasional paragraph to the effect that 
money has been appropriated for the relief 
of the sufferers or that there is acute distresd 
in some province not previously named. Of 
the exact state of affairs nothing is known. 
No correspondent visits the afflicted dis- 
tricts to report on them. There is misery 
in Russia whose extent is unknown. 

Little has been heard of late of peasant 
uprisings and the destruction of the prop- 
erty of landlords. It may be because they 
have ceased, or because news of them has 
been suppressed. Q@ne is as possible as the 
other. 

The world knows day by day everything 
of interest or importance that is happening 
in most countries. The world knows next 
to nothing of what is going on in Russia. 
It is usually veiled in thick darkness, There 
is silence broken only by occasional ex- 
plosions of bombs or the death cries of Jew- 
ish, victims. Perhaps it is well that the veil 
is not entirely lifted. A spectacle of misery 
might be revealed that would make the 
world unhappy. 


POISONED CANDY. 

The other day a box of poisoned candy 
was sent an Ohio woman by a jilted suitor. 
Fortunately she did not eat it. A prisoner 
in a Texas jail was sent a box of candy 
which had been treated with strychnine. 
He and some of his fellow prisoners ate 
and were made seriously ill. The fiendish- 
ness of the criminal who hides a bomb in 
a ship and imperils the lives of many in 
order to wreak revenge on one finds its 
parallel in the wickedness of the man or 
woman who sends a present of poisoned 
candy, knowing that the recipient, if not a 
glutton, will share it with others. 

There is another kind of poisoned candy, 
however, beside that which figures in such 
episodes as have just been mentioned. It 
is that highly colored and flavored article, 
the cheap candy which is often sold in 
small stores in the vicinity of schools, 
where the children are tempted to spend 
their pennies for the adulterated stuff. A 
few days ago one of the inspectors who 
have been working for cleaner and more 
wholesome conditions in the food’ markets 
of the city.announced his determination 
to take up next in order the stocks of 
candy in the school stores. The time for 
the outward swinging of school doors is

for the crusade, but it ought to be under- 
taken and ought to be attended with the 
same thoroughness as that which has 
marked other housecleaning campaigns. 

It is no uncommon thing to read of.the 
poisoned candy asa bit of revenge. It 
is just as common to read of the evil 
effects ofthe cheap, adulterated candies 
used at picnics or at gatherings of chil- 
dren, where quantity often pleases more 
than quality. If the pure food war is to 
effect the improvement of conditions in 
the candy trade it is time to act, for even 
now the loss from condemnation is likely 
to fall upon the small dealer rather than 
upon the'mannfacturer, where the burden 
ought properly to rest. If the price 
charged for so-called good candy is any 
criterion some of the penny stuff must be 
miserably poor, considering how much of 
it can be purchased for the smallest coin 
the country has. 


RELIGION AND SOCIAL DISCONTENT. 

Prof. Goldwin Smith links religion and 
politics in an interesting and novel way 
in a magazine article in which he raises 
the question whether the growth of social 
discontent over a great part of the world 
is not mainly due to “ the decay of relig- 
ious faith, notably among the quick witted 
artisans.” Formerly the poor consoled 
themselves. for their lowly and toilsome 
lots by the pious reflection that they would 
The belief in a future 
compensation for present inequalities hav- 
ing declined,. the worker naturally—so 
Prof. Smith reasons—has become more 
prone to demand what he conceives to be 
his fair share of the good things of this 
world. 

It seems probable that the growth of 
social discontent is rather a cause than an | 
effect of religious faith becoming. less 
prevalent, or at least less vivid. Men 
formerly sought consolation in religion for 
the inequalities of social existence because 
they regarded them as a dispensation of 
Providence,| and, therefore, irremediable. 
The general diffusion of knowledge has 
made clear that many evil conditions are 
due to_the wicked selfishness of man and 
not to the will of God, and the advance 


of democracy has given the once down- 


trodden classes means to compel the adop- 
tion of measures for their protection 
against social injustice. Having learned 
their rights and their power to better their 
lot in this world, they have become less 
disposed to postpone their happiness to an- 
other; and perhaps it was inevitable that 
as they devoted more attention to conserv- 
ing their interests here they should devote 
less thought to their interests hereafter. 

The great danger is that the extent to 
which social conditions can be ameliorated 
by political action will be grossly overes- 
timated in the future as it often has been, 
with calamitous results, in the past. Efi- 
cient, honest, equitable government can do 
much, but there is much that it cannot do. 
It can afford better protection to the weak 
from the aggressions of the strong, but it 
cannot make all strong. The laws of man 
cannot repeal the laws of nature, and as 
long as men are endowed by nature with 
unequal capacities they will carve out un- 
equal fortunes for themselves of one kind 
or-another. Until the whole constitution 
of the race shall, in the course of evolu- 
tion, be altered, life will be full of travail 
and disappointment for many. 

It is the sacred office of religion to com- 
fort and minister to those who have been 
defeated and sorely wounded in the battle 
of life. It is to be hoped that Prof. Smith 
greatly overestimates the extent of the de- 
cay of religious faith, for its consolations 
will not be less needed in the future than 
they have been in the past. It seems 
probable, indeed, that he has an exagger- 
ated idea of the change that has taken 
place. While the expectation of a better 
life hereafter doubtless is not so constantly 
and vividly present to the minds of man- 
kind as formerly, there appears no war- 
rant for asserting that it does not exist as 
widely as ever, although, unquestionably, 
it has assumed a considerably modified 
form. 


A DOMESTIC TRAGI-COMEDY. 

A divergence of tastes relating to society 
and amusements has often disturbed do- 
mestic harmony and led to the divorce 
courts, but rarely has there been such a 
peculiar diversion as that which has upset 
the félicity of Mr. and Mrs. Mann of San 
Francisco. It led Mrs. Mann, though all 
in vain, to seek a divorce. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Mann love to go to 
the theater, but, alas, Mr. Mann loves 
comedy, Mrs. Mann loves tragedy. Mr. 
Mann is content with a good laugh; Mrs. 
Mann likes to be thrilled, even to the ex- 
tent of having her blood curdled. Conse- 
quently, Mr. Mann upon one occasion de- 
clined in so rude a manner to accompany 
Mrs, Mann to a performance of “‘ Through 
by Daylight; or, Bust the Boiler,” that a 
violent quarrel ensued. Efforts at com- 
promise were made, but they could find 
no common meeting place. Mr. Mann pro- 
posed vaudeville, but Mrs. Mann would not 
accept, because there was no tragedy in it. 
Then he suggested musical comedy, but 
she would not accept that even, though 
there are many musical tragedies in it, 
Mrs. Mann suggested melodrama, but Mr. 
Mann declined, because he failed to see 
where the laugh came in, and her sugges- 
tions of Ibsen and Hauptmann plays 
were scouted by him as being absolutely 
barren of jokes. 

In this dilemma Mr. and Mrs. Happ 
appear upon the scene. Mr. Happ de- 
lights in tragedy and enjoys the serious 
side of life. Mrs. Happ delights in com- 
edy, and-has no objection to the’wide open 
fun of the vaudeville stage. The Happs 
are not only near neighbors but have been 
good friends of the Manns. Mr. Happ 
and Mrs. Mann paired off for tragedy and 
were thrilled together. Mr. Mann and ' 
Mrs. Happ paired off for comedy, always 
enjoyed themselves, and came home full 
of fun, to find their respective partners in 
as serious a mood as if they had just come 
from the Cave of Gloom. 

The outcome of all this was natnral 
enough. .Mr. Mann and Mrs. Happ had 
much fun tegether and annoyed the other 
couple with the untimely jokes and gags 
they brought home from the theater, but, 
meanwhile, Mr. Happ and Mrs. Mann 
were beginning to grow seriously fond of 
each other. So much thrilling and weep- 
ing together needed occasional] relief, and 
this they sought, at first with a quiet little 
supper after the tragedy. and then with 
sober little rides together. Then Mr. 
Mann grew tragic and accused Happ of 
breaking up his home, and Mrs. Happ got 
angry and called Mrs. Mann all sorts of 
vile names. 

At last Mrs. Mann, in a tragic manner, 
notified the funny Mr. Mann that she 
would not live with him if the house were 
filled with diamonds. Then she wert to 
the divorce court, but the judge took a 
vaudeville view of the whole business and 
advised her to join Mr. Mann in a song 
and dance and make up. How much. un- 


| spared if we had only had the good, old 
fashioned stock performances! Then Mrs. 
Mann could have her chance to weep 
over “The Stranger” and wait for Mr. 
Mann until he had his laugh over “ Paul 
Pry. ” 


A VESTIGE OF CONSERVATISM. 

In one particular Mr. Bryan is a little 
more “safe and sane” than he was ten 
years ago. That is in regard to a national 
income tax. He is as much in favor of it 
as he was in 1896, but the method of put- 
ting it in operation which he advises now 
differs from the one which he or the plat- 
form of his party recommended then. 

The Supreme court had held the “ in- 
come tax law unconstitutional.” The plat- 
form asserted that it was the duty of con- 
gress to use any power to reénact the law 
which it might have after the reversal of 
the decision “by the court as it may here- 
after be constituted.” The plain meaning 
of ‘that was that if Mr. Bryan and his 
party came into power the Supreme court 
would be reconstructed so as to get a de- 
cision in favor of the income tax. This 
was one of the revolutionary policies 
whieh contributed to the first defeat of 
Mr. Bryan. 

He says now that he Its fully convinced 

of the justice of the income tax. He has 
discovered in his travels that it is a per- 
manent part of the fiscal system of most 
of the countries of Europe. He is more 
willing to learn from Europe than he was 
in 1896, when one of his reasons for de- 
nouncing the gold standard was that most 
European countries had it. But he no 
longer recommends the reconstruction of 
the Supreme court. He looks to a con- 
stitutional amendment. He says he is 
sure that the people will sooner or later 
demand an amendment which will specific- 
ally authorize-an income tax. 
That would be a legitimate mode of con- 
ferring on congress power which the Su- 
preme. court has said it does not possess 
at present. It differs radically from the 
reckless and repellant method urged in 
1896. This is the extent:of Mr. Bryan’s 
march toward conservatism. 


MEN WHO ARE DOWN AND OUT. 

Down at Winona lake a memoria! serv- 
ice was held recently for Samuel H. Had- 
ley, who for years was in charge of the 
Jerry McAuley mission in New York. It 
was decided to erect a monument to his 
memory, this to take the form of a farm 
on which “ poor old bums” and “ men who 
are down. and out” can spend their. last 
days. The first contribution was made by 
the head of another rescue home, who told 
how Hadley had rescued him. Many oth- 
ers paid their tribute to a man of power 
and then a collection was taken for the 
“bum farm,” ° 

In a little book which was. published a 
few years ago Mr. Hadley told the story 
of the work of the Jerry McAuley mis- 
sion. It is as moving a volume as was 
ever printed, giving in plain language the 
remarkable stories of what had been ac- 
complished with the dregs of society. No 
one can read its pages through without 
feeling uplifted, because of the faith of an 
earnest man in the possibilities in the most 
hopeless creature. No one can read it 
without feeling his own charitable nature 
warmed, without feeling a desire that, in 
some way, he himself might have a part 
in lending a hand to some fallen brother. 
But it is a curious thing that, while 
thousands may be moved to the depths by 
the simple story told by a Hadley, a 
Gough, a Murphy, few of them ever have 
a good word or a helping hand for those 
whom these men lived to save. 

If a man is sober and industrious him- 
self it Is hard not to be impatient with 
his neighbor who is drunken and improvi- 
dent with exactly the same start as. him- 
self. He may feel pity at first. He may 
offer help once and again. But to be able 
to see the possibilities, when lapses are 
more frequent than attempts to do right, 
seems to be a gift granted to but few of 
the great mass of human beings. The 
drunkard is left to drop out of sight, the 
improvident is abandoned to his folly. The 
forbearance and patience and loving sym- 
pathy of such a man as Hadley or any 
one of the workers like him who toil for 
the saving of wrecks on the shores of time 
are often put to the severest tests, but 
when a man emerges from it all and still 
keeps his faith unshaken in the possibili- 
ties even for the “ bums” and the sots, he 
certainly deserves to have his memory 
kept green, and in no way could such trib- 
ute be paid better than in thoughtful care 
for those who are down and out. 

If the farm: is started it. will attract 
many a man who will seek to. sponge on 
it. But such misplaced confidence never 
shattered Hadley’s faith in humanity. .He 
only worked harder for the others. There 
will be some poor fellows who will appre- 
ciate it, for when home is ruined, friends 
and fortune gone, and bodily strength im- 
paired by excesses, there is no one any- 
where so miserable as the one who real- 
izes that, so far as the game-of life is con- 
cerned, he is down and out. The hope of 
rehabilitation may be almost gone, but, 
with Hadley, the only hour when he gave 
up trying to save a fellow being was when 
the clods dropped upon the coffin in the 
potter’s field. 


MANNERS AND MENTALITY. 

The corvocation orator of the University 
of Chicago the other day deplored the failure 
of the large universities of today to do as 
much for manners, taste, and general culture 
as the smaller institutions of a generation or 
two ago. Is the charge true, and, if itis, are 
the universities to blame? 

The colleges of the United States fifty 
years ago were attended by men who had 
in. view the calling of lawyer or of minister, 
afd by the sons of wealthy men of family 
and culture. The mep who had in view a 
professional life were quick to catch the 
tone of those who aspired to be gentlemen 
of leisure and a certain diffusion of refine- 
ment of manner was inevitable. The col- 
leges were smal} and the students lived ip 
closer intimacy than is possible in the large 
mase of students in a modern university. 
America was still fond of looking to Europe 
for models of deportment and overrated the 
prevalence of good breeding in the old world. 
Stately manners and stately language were 
highly esteemed. Newspapers and maga- 
zines were few and unimportant and the 
reading of the students was forced into 
classic channels... Athletic sports occupied 
little. time or thought. The percentage of 
students who, upon graduation, were or bade 
faiz to be polished gentlemen was large. 

Modern standards of deportment differ 
from the older ones. The colleges have felt 
the change. The elegant language and 
stately demeanor of the heroes of fiction in 
the first half of the nineteenth century would 
not be accepted as a pattern by college stu- 
dents of the first half of the twentieth 
century. The students come from a wider 
range of homes and enter college with 
different ‘aspirations. The percentage of

Judged by the standard of today they prob- 
ably carry away as large.a stock of manners 
as they ever did. As for taste and general 
-culture opportunities are presented students

its courses of art and music, Courses are 
offered in a variety of topics never touched 
in an old fashioned college. The poorest 
student today is nearer to.a realization of 
the wonders of science than the most broad- 
minded of his ancestors. i 
It is probably true that the polish aimed at 
by the upper classes of society a half century 
ago is not to be found today either among 
college graduates or elsewhere. On the 
other hand, the universities today a¢e sources 
of culture to a wider range of humanity than 
the old colleges reached. Manners may 
have suffered in the case of the few, but the 
gulf which of old separated gentlemen by 
birth and breeding from the crowd bas van- 
ished, and the average is higher than ever. 
The universities are in nowise responsible 
for the disappearance of the old ideals, ex- 
cept as they have taught the greater worth 
of sincerity over ceremony. Time is of 
greater value now than then, mentality of 
more importance than manners, There has 
been an actual gain in knowledge, a loss in 
manners, which is only a seeming loss, be- 
cause truth is absolute an elegance only 
relative.

months will doubtless astonish those who 
are ignorant of the strange fact that there 


andthe matter is one which requires some ¢x- 
planation. The reduction of the sentence 
ordered by Mr. Gladstone fs eqtilvalent to a 
pardon. For, inasmuch as Hugh Watt has 
already spent over a year in jail, it means 
that -he will be freed at once. 

Herbert Gladstone has acted in the matter 
not In a judicial capacity but as the secre- 
tary of state intrusted with the duty of exer- 
cising the royal prerogative of clemency in 
the name of the sovereign. Theoretically it 
is the monarch who !fs judge of ultimate ap- 
peal in all affairs of law, justice being ad- 
ministered in his name, and in civil matters, 
after all the lower courts have been exhaust- 
é¢@ ina case, appeal is made to the king, who 
intrusts the ultimate determination cf the 
issue im his name to a committee of his privy 
council. 

But in criminal matters it is different, No 
sentence imposed by a judge of the high 
court of justice, after a trial by jury at 
assizes, can be reversed by the privy council 
or any other tribunal. The only way in 
which it can be affected is by an act of clem- 
ency on the part of the crown. It was for 
this reason, when a couple of years ago the 
fact was brought to light that Mr. Beck, 
a Swede domiciled in England, had been sen- 
tenced toalong term of penal servitude for 
a crime of which he was wholly innocent (the 
error being due to mistaken identity), it was 
found impossible to liberate him excepting 
by means of a royal pardon—that s to say, 
a pardon for a crime which.it was acknow!l- 
edged he had never committed. There was 
no way of quashing or reversing his convic- 
tion, and the only compensation that could be 
made to him was a grant of money by the 
treasury. 

-o- 

Until Queen Victoria came to the throne 
the prerogative of clemency was exercised 
directly by the sovereign, to whom all war- 
rants of execution were submitted for signa- 
ture in the case of capital sentence. But at 
the beginning of her reign it was decided that 
it would be impossible to ask a young girl of 
barely 18 to sign death warrants and to re- 
view the crimes for which the sentences had 
been imposed, crimes often of an indescriba- 
ble character. Accordingly, the secretary of 
state for the home department wasintrusted 
with the task of exercising the rights of the 
crown in the matter in her name, and King 
Edward has seen fit to leave in cperation 8 
practice which has been in vogue throughout 
the three score years of his mother’s reign. 

Every capital sentence has to be reviewed 
by the home secretary, and not until he has 
given his sanction and signed the warrant In 
the name of the king can it be executed. It 
was the home secretary who commuted the 
death sentence. passed on Mrs. Maybdrick to 
one of twenty-one years’ penal servitude, 
after she had been convicted of the murder 
of her husband, . It was to the home secre- 
tary that fell the duty of ordering the libera- 
tion of the various Irishmen condemned to 
life imprisonment for their share in con- 
spiracies against the government and in 
dynamite outrages, and it is the home sec- 
retary again who has now virtually pardoned 
Hugh Watt, moved thereto, it is said, by the 
entreaties of his devoted wife, Lady Violet 
Watt, daughter of the late earl of Roden. 

Lady Violet was formerly the wife of Sir 
Reginald Beauchamp, and was divorced by 
him, Hugh Watt, member of parliament for 
Glasgow and head of a great merchant house 
of that city, being named as the co-respondent. 
Shortly afterwards Mrs. Watt secured a dl- 
vorce from her husband of the ground of 
his infatuation for Lady Violet, but ab- 
stained from taking the necessary steps to 
render the decree absolute, with the object 
of d@épriving him of_the Hberty of wedding 
Lady Violet. In fact, Mrs. Watt, imbued 
with sentiments of resentment and revenge 
did everything in her power to persecute bot 
Lady Violet and Hugh Watt, and last yea 
prosecuted him on a charge of ‘inciting cer- 
tain persons to murder her. The evidence 
was furnished by men of infamous character 
who swore that they had been employed by 
Hugh Watt to murder his former wife, and, 
although the tale which they told was on 
the face of it of the most improbable de- 
scription, since no sane man could have ever 
proposed murder in such a casual fashion to 
such untrustyworthy agents, and to be carried 
out by such“ludicrous means, yet the story, 
idiotic as it appeared, seemed to appeal tothe 
jury, who apparently thought that because 
Hugh Watt had been divorced by his own 
wife and had figured as co-respondent in an- 
other divorce case he was capable of every 
other crime. They rendered.a_ verdict 
against him, and the judge, Sir Walter Phil- 
limore, who has but little experienve in crim- 
inal cases, instead of attempting to gulde 
them, allowed himself to be swayed by them, 
and sentenced Watt to five years’ penal servi- 
tude. 

Both the conviction and the sentence were 
denounced by all sensible people, and had it 
not been for the reluctance felt by secretaries ; 
of state for the home department to alter 
sentences imposed by judges of the high court 
after conviction by jury, Hugh Watt would 
have been pardoned long ere this. For no 
sane man believes him guilty, and he has 
been the object of a good deal of sympathy, of 
which Lady Violet has availed herself to 
bring every conceivable pressure to bear upon 
the secretary of state. 

Hugh Watt and Lady Violet will now be- 
gin life afresh, he prematurely aged, broken 
in health, and half ruined by the experience 
which he has undergone as a penal servitude 
convict, and she likewise bereft of her former 
beauty by the tortures and anxieties of the 
last two years. But their path will be made 
easier for them by the knowledge which they 
enjoy that the world at large believes them 
to be the victims, like Mr. Beck mentioned 
above, of a misdirection of justice, which 
could not have occurred had there been a 
criminal court of appeal, which would cer- 
tainly have reversed Sir Walter Phillimore’s 
sentence, on account of the character of the 
evidence upon which oo was based,

tive as sovereign and as father of his people. 

The count died suddenly of heart disease at 
Paris some years ago. His widow is an Irish 
woman, @ member of the old Lynch-Blosse 
family of County Mayo, hae a fine house in 
the Cour de la Reine at Paris, and was former- 
ly celebrated for her beauty. The latter at- 
tracted the admiration of old Emperor Will- 
lam at Ems, and he showed himself gracious 
to her, assuming the réle of godfather to her 
only daughter, who was christened Wilma in 
his honor. Some years ago the countess, per- 
haps by reason of her lavish hospitality and 
great wealth, was made the victim of an un- 
pleasant attack by a gang of blackmaliilers, 
who, because she had declined tocomply with 
their extortionate demande circulated broad- 
cast stories to the effect that she was a paid 
spy of the German government on the banks 
of the Seine. Fortunately the more respecta- 
ble section of the metropolitan press took up 
her defense.

~~» We Americans, however, are not without a serious’ side to our 
citizenship. There are many of us who regard statecraft as something 
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HE ethical basis of conduct for the lawyer 
is the same as for any other member of so 
ciety. That which one cannot do honorably 
as a man he cannot do honorably as a lawyer. 
The profession imposes no obligations upon its 
members which degrade true manhood and 
debase those higher ideals which men of nobil- 
ity and ehivalry always cherish. In the pur- 
suit of all ends, whether within or without 
the profession,’ we are restrained by God's law 
as well as by man’s law to good means and to 
good ends. No one, be he lawyer or layman, 
has a right to seek wrong ends by good means, 
And no one has a right to seek good ends by 
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mences a passionate and interminable scene which lasts for half a 
second. The attitude of the intelligence, of reason, of consciousness, 
if it please you to call it such, is extremely interesting. It judges 
instantly, sanmely,. and logically that all is lost without resource. 
Hence it is neither distracted nor dismayed. It represents the catas- 
trophe exactly, its details and its consequences, and states with satis- 
faction that it has no fear, amd preserves its lucidity. Between the 
fall and the shock it has due time to reflect, to amuse itself; it finds 
the leistre to think of entirely different things, to evoke soyvenirs, 
to make comparisons, observations, detailed and exact: The tree we 
struck is a plane tree; it has three holes in its variegated bark; it is 
less beautiful than the tree in the garden; the rock on which our head 
struck has veins of mica, and even of white marble. 

It is evident that if our life could count only upon the interven- 
tion of this indolent amateur, too logical and too clear sighted, every 
accident would end fatally in a catastrophe. Happily, heralded by 
the nerves which are whirling and crying out like insane children, 
baffied, brutal, naked, muscular, jostling everything and seizing with 
an irresistible gesture the débris of authority and the chances of safety 
which fall into its hand, another personage capers ‘upon the scene. 
It is called instinct, the unconscious and the subconscious—what do I 
know amd what matter? Where was it, and whither does it go? 
It sleeps part of the time, or is occupied with obscure and thankless 
duties in the depths of the primitive caverns of our body. Happily, ‘t 
is a brave man and without rancor. It knows, besides, that all these

ornaments on the surface are ephemeral, and not to be taken seriously, 
and at botttom it is the rea] master of the human dwelling. With 
a glance of the eye, more sure, more rapid than the formidable start 
of peril, it judges the situation in all its details, in all its issues, all 
its possibilities, and, in the twinkling of an eye, it presents a magnifi- 
cent, an unforgettable spectacle of force, of courage, of precision, of 
will, where unconquerable life leaps face to face with invincible death. 
In the strictest amd most precise sense of the word, the cham- 
pion of existence rises like the shaggy savage of the legends to the 
succor of the despairing princessa work of miracles. Perhaps it 
is not surprising that instinct saves us from great dangers, habitual 
and immemorial: from the water, the fire, falls, shocks, animals. It 
evidently has had‘habitation with them—an atavie experience there- 
with which explains its agility. But what is marvelous is the ease, 
the promptness with which it acquaints itself. with the most complex 
and the most. unwonted inventions of our Intelligence. It suffices 
to show it once the mechanism, the usage, and the end of the most 
unlooked for machine, however strange and useless it may be to our 
real and primitive needs, and it understands. Henceforth, in time 
of need, it will know the last secrets and the best manipulation that 
intelligence can devise. : 
This is why, however novel, however recent or however formid- 
able be the instrument, it may be affirmed that in principle there js 
no inevitable catastrophe. The subconscious always, in point of fact, 
is at the top of all-imaginable situations. Between the chops of the

more than a method of furnishing food for the sensation hungry, and 
who recognize the’ merit of the politician who unostentatiously and con- 
scientiously tries to do his ab It is not necessarily the man who 
talks the loudest, who says the most. It is not always the man who 
fills the most. columns of newspapers, who accomplishes the greatest 
results. Fully half of the utterances of our public men are conjugated 
in the future subjunctive, being statements of what, under certain con- 
ditions, they will accomplish. Often this is as satisfactory from the 
public man’s point of view as actual accomplishment, for he finds 
himself estimated upon the basis of his promises for the future and 
not upon his performances in the past. 

There is a part of our population which glories in the pessimism 
of its views, that always assumes conditions as they are, to be a little 
worse than conditions as they were. The tone of these pessimists is 
apt to create an impression that the genera] politica] standard of the 
day is lower than it has been, and is deteriorating into an abyssmal 
void of impossible wickedness and horror. We Americans are a curi- 
ous combination of scoffers and hero worshippers. The fluctuations in 
the hero market are so great that it only is the half-forgotton worthy, 
dead and gone, who is sure of his place in the minutes of history. As 
a-matter of fact, civilization increases and public morals improve, as 
the years go by. Fortunately for the hnman race, the raising of the 
moral standard has not been at the expense of the intellectual. 


As a,race, our pace of life has become more rapid. This has 
reaeted upon our nerves, and possibly made us more censorious and 
captious; but in our calmer moments we recognize integrity and hon- 
esty quite as much as did our forefathers. The rank and file of the 
politicians in this country are sound. They will hew close to the line 
of righteousness and integrity if properly led. No man can deny that 
in every crisis we have faced in our history we have found men tea 
lead us with reasonable success and a certain amount of national 
credit. But because this is true, and because succeeding senates and 
houses of representatives always may contain their great men is no 
reason why we should continue to produce strong men and statesmen 
unless we try to do so. Providence only helps those who help them- 
selves, A partnership, even with providence, cannot be one sided. 

Too few men enter politics as a profession. Too many enter it as 
a trade or as an amusement. Some of those who enter it as an 
amusement ultimately adopt it as a profession, and the country is 
the gainer, but unfortunately the proportion is small. The great 
majority of those who make the error of assuming the greatest of this 
world’s responsibilities on the theory that there is fifh to be found in 
it, soon drop into fields more suited to them, and the fight narrows 
down to a struggle between the professional politician and the political 
tradesman, Our professional politicians need reinforceffent, and they 
look to the young men.of the country for it.

false-doctrine. ‘To follow after him’is to go to your own undoing. 

A theory which condemns his calling while it exalts the man 
cannot be sound. The fallacy of it is shown easily. In every civilized

It is because of this fundamental truth that the lawyer is 
justified in appearing in court in defense of a criminal. He is there 
not to subvert the laws of his conurtry, but to conserve them, not 
to pull down the pillars of the state but to uphold them, not to find 
some way by which a wicked man is to be let loose to prey upon 
‘society to its undoing. He is there to see that justice is done and 
that no man shall be condemned by the law until his guilt has been 
established by the law and in accordance with the forms of law. In 
rendering this service to the prisoner the lawyer discharges a duty 
to the state as well as to the defendant, and he is not called on to 
do anything an honorable man should not do.

any amount? Mere willingness to pay, provided the debtor had the 
money, means nothing to the creditor; everything rests upon the debtor's 
having the money or its equivalent. If the debtor has the money, the 
creditor has a good chance for getting the amount of the debt; if he 
hasn’t the money, no amount of willingness to pay ever satisfied such 
a claim honestly and satisfactorily. In this connection, can the or- 
dinary young man in the ordinary position at the ordinary salary honor- 
ably ask a possible creditor to bank upon his drawing that salary long 
enough to be able over his necessities to redeem his obligations? For 
the most part if it were not that society lends the aid of its judicial 
institutions to the collection of debts in general, all quesions of just 
what legitimate credit is would disappear in a night. 

Credit, in its best meaning, is a term and a social commodity at the 
same time which becomes the better for its limitations and its sharp 
definitions. In commercial life and industrially this credit of the best 
sense anticipates that a little time is necessary for the manufacturer 
and the dealer to “turn his business over”’—to realize upon the in- 
yestment in goods which credit has made possible for him. When the 
wholesaler has sold the retailer $100 worth of goods which the retailer 
should sell in thirty days for $200, the problem of credit at thirty days 
is simple enough, all other things being equal. But when the mediocre 
John Jones has “ blown” $100 above his mediocre salary—and always 
with the possibility that a better man may come along seeking his pdsi- 
tion at the same salary—John Jones has a sociological problem in hon- 
esty on his hands, 

Broadly speaking, no man who Is finding his sole income in a regu- 
lar or an irregular salary is entitled to jcredit. If the salary be irregu-

marriage, is one which must be influenced in its answer by circum- 
stances and governed by tact and discretion. There are some things 
which may be forgotten and done with, as one closes a finished chapter 
in a book which one has read for the last time; there are others which 
it is impossible to forget,-the consequences of which must endure for a 
lifetime, perchance longer. These last no man or woman has the right 
to conceal from any who is to share that life. It neither is wise nor 
well; it is dishonorable to enter into matrimony with a ghastly skeleton 
hidden in a closet, of which, with its grewsome contents, the party of 
the second part is kept in ignorance until flight is no longer possible.

It is a good plan to have the 
first telling of whatever may be told about you or your affairs.” Which, 
since there is much, sometimes everything, in the art of putting things, 
is sage counsel. 

When there is an innocent secret which cannot be kept after mar- 
riage and which, were it known beforehand," possibly might make a 
difference in the feeling of the one who discovers it instead of being 
honestly informed concerning it, it is wiser from even a selfish stand- 
point to own up to it before marriage, “Open confession,” then, is 


credit an impossibility. If the salary be regular in order of its payment, 
the honest young man drawing it needs to explain to himself why he 
has not managed that salary in a way to make debt unnecessary. 

Probably one of the most unpopular types of young men today in 
big establishments is that young man who has the moral and physical 
courage to refuse to loan money to his fellows.

No young man’s ability to borrow money from a companion is an 
evidence, per se, of his credit. Rather it may be an evidence of his 
victim’s. weakness of judgment and lack of moral courage to refuse, 
and, in the case of the borrower who has been refused oftenest, the 
element of moral courage in refusing may be put to greatest strain in 
the victim of his cupidity. 

There is a bit of false philosophy floating today which admonishes 
the young man “ Wstablish your credit! Yes, establish your credit 
whether you ever are called upon to use it!” Perhaps the best credit 
ever established by the ordinary. young man on a salary is the unmis- 
takable credit of never having borrowed of either friend or stranger. 
But if credit must be established for borrowing purposes, let the young 
man establish his credit where his business relations indubitably haye 
placed it. 

Not a great while ago I loaned a young man of family $5. He 
had been away on a needed vacation and was short of needed money 
on his return.

While the germ, the infant souw,#potentially is di- 
vine, it/‘hardly would be rational to suppose that it would 
achieve at once its perfection of divinity.

~ A specialist invented a diet that is sure. It never 
fails to reduce the weight, but it is severe. Few peo- 
ple can stand it. It satisfies the hunger, but unfortu- 


nately it does not give a, sufficient amount of, starch: 


and sugar to keep one in good 
health and strength. How- 
ever, this is a matter which 
the fat woman can regulate. 
After, a few weeks, if she 
sees she is getting weak, she 
can add the least trifie of 
sugar to her diet. But she 
must not, of course, add too 
much. 

The system is a compl- 
cated one. But, simplified and 
expressed in every day lan- 
guage, it is as follows:

apple sauce without sugar. With this, one slice of toast 
and one cup of tea. 

At night there is about the same as at noon—a 
slice of meat or fish. This makes up the meals for 
the day—four small meals, but no more.

e Ff flower ever 
was born to blush 
unseen surely it 
was the cactus 
flower; if beauty 
ever has wasted 
its sweetness on 
the desert air 

surely it was the beauty of the 
cactus. Yet wasted it is not., 
For the cactus isan industrious 
if unknown worker, and fulfills 
great missions in its wilderness 
habitat. 

In the waste and arid re- 
gions of this weary old world, 
where not another flower will 
bloom, where not another plant 
can grow, where every other 
green has died away for want 
of shade or drink, the brave 
and sturdy cactus alone sur- 
vives amid the hardships to 
adorn the desert and refresh 
the traveler’s eye with its ver- 
dure. It is the true apostle of 
the garden, suffering the wants 
and privations of the stony 
wilderness to keep alive even 
there some remembrance of ' 
beauty, some knowledge of 
flower and field. 

On a soi] that absolutely is 
dry, where ordinary vegetation 
canhot bréathe, the cacti nét 
only live but flourish gorgeous- 
iy; and in some ofthe stoniest 
of regions they even become” 
reservoirs of moisture. This 
characteristic plays a most im- 
portant réle in the history of 
climates 

Often the presence alone of 
, the cactus so tempers parching 
dryness of certain regions that 
other hardy varieties of vegeta- 
tion can exist. This is notice- 
able 1m the arid! stretch®s of 
Mexico, burning with the ar- 
dent beams of the sun through 
the day and exposed to a dry, dewless chill at night. 
The rocks become magazines of heat, and after the set 
of sun still ray out so much warmth that the refresh- 
ing dew cannot fall. But a forest of the magnificent 
Mexico cacti suffices to modify these conditions, a good 
proportion of the solar energy being reflected from the 
lustrous surfaces of their leaves. 

It is due to the cactus that Mexico has been able 
to retain some ‘vestige of vegetation. And it is due to 
the cactus that vegetation increases. It comes as a 
pioneer and remains until a normal vegetation can fol- 
low. But as soon 4s this great necessity has been ful- 
filled the great giant missionaries slowly pass away, and 
they are succeeded by a smaller and frailer generation. 
who could not endure the hardships of their forefathers. 
One gees the pedigree of long lives in the Mexico 
prairies;, the enormous cactus tree, as relics of rudef 
days, then the smaller and smaller and yet smaller sized 
plants—the ‘big bear, the midsized bear, and the little 
pear. .

“Gentle reader,” cried old Dr. Lindley in ecstasy 
over a tiny cactus, “hast thou never seen tn a display 
of fireworks a crowd of shells all in motion at once, 
erossing and intersecting each other in every direction; 
and canst: thou fancy those shells arrested tn their mo- 
tion by some magic power—their rays retained, but 
their fires extinguished and -their brightness gone? 
Then mayst thou conceive the curious beauty of this 
little herb, a plant so unlike others that we would fain

When the cactus truly wants 
in beauty, like the melon cactus, 
as Theophrastus first named its 
spiny highness, it atones with 


cleverness—tike some people. The ~ 


melon Cactus is stiff and dumpy, 
its spines large and rigid, its flow- 
ers small and unattractive, like 
little eyes. But it knows how to 
dress, as do some plain women. 
It wears a cap, crowning its stem 
and forming a flower head, which 
grows taller and taller whilst the 
stem remains stationary, until at 
last a big cylinder of spines and 
hairs, not unlike a large bottle 
brush, a foot or more in length, 
is perched pompously atop its 
little bodys This was the first 
cactus to come to Europe. For 
the cacti are as peculiar to 

, the new world as are the heaths 
to the old world. 

The melon cactus came to 
England about 581. And Ge- 
rard, the * Adam of English gar- 
defiing,” exclaimed, “ Who can 
but marvel at the care and singu- 
lar workmanship shown in ¢his 
thistle? . It groweth upon the 
cliffes and gravelly grounds 
neere unto the seaside in the 
islands of the West Indies, neere

Itds inthe West Indies, too, that the cereus cactus 
grows, 
near the snow line on the nighest mounthins. The 
most colossal of all cacti are the giant cereus species 
of Mexico, which rear their tall, straight, columnar 
stems to a height of sixty feet, branching near the top, 
“like peteines giants stretching out their arms in 
speechle-~ pain, whilst others stand like lonely eenti- 
nels keeping their dreary watch on the edge of preci- 
pices.” 

The greatest as well as the commonest of all cacti is 
the “sdap weed,” which grows wherever cacti grow, and 
which is man’s only friend in the great southwestern 
deserts of the United States and.in Mexico. ’ 

The “ soap weed” fs the savior of many a cowpuncher 
and many a traveler in desert places, for in it. no mat- 
ter how dry the surrounding country, is water enough 
to sustain and revive life Besides this, as its name in- 
dicates, it can be manufactured into a’soap, perhaps thé 
least alkaline soap ever made, even though the weed it- 
self may grow in the center of an alkali desert. Beer is 
brewed from it, the Indians made a hemplike fiber from 
it, and horses and men-can eat parts of it if the spines 
are cut away. Also, when it shoots up<it is one great 
arm skyward; it tops, that arm with one of the most gor- 
geous flowers in the world. :

The Hon. Curtis Guild Jr., governor -of

that Americans should remember that they 
have not only to make a living, but to make 
a life.’ 

* Technical education almest is a necessity 
for making a livelihood in the present highly 
developed condition of all the industrial arts.

A classical education is desira- 
ble—all learning and knowledge is so—and 
if a young man can completé a classical 
course and his professional studies by the 
time he has reached his twenty-fifth year, he 
should do so; but I think every man should 
enter upon his life work not later than at 
that age, and that it would not be advisable 
to remain longer in the schools in order to 
graduate in a. classical course.

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Hard WorkandFewChances _ 
in Local Freight Offices, 


By W. Britton. 


HE work in local freight offices is 
the hardest, the pay smallest, and 
the hours usually longer than in 
any other branch, of the railroad 
business,’’ said a chief clerk of one 
of these offices. “‘ In other branches of rail- 

road work advance has been made, both as 
regards pay and shortening of hours, but the 

local freight office has stood still.” 

With one or two exceptions in Chicago the 
hours In local freight offices are from 7 or 
7:30 a. m.to6p. m. Sometimes it Is 9 a. m. 
to 9 p. m.; occasionally eleven hours one day 
and thirteen the next. There is a great deal 
of overtime, pine times out of ten no extra 
pay is granted, and the local freight employé . 
is required to do a certain amount of Sunday 
work. Saturday afternoons off and yearly. 
vacations are things unknown to the great 
majority of these workers. 

The local freight office is the base of a rail- 
Troad’s operations. It ig at the local freight 
station that freight is received and sent 
away. All first records are. made at these 
places, and though a railroad company might 
@rag along for a short time without a general 
office, it could not transact business for a. 
day without a local freight station.

3,000 Freight Workers in Chicago. 

There are 24 railroads entering Chicago 
end this means as many local freight offices. 
The number of men employed is estimated 
at about 3,000, one of the biggest lines alone 
employing over 700 men in their local offices. 
A vast army of billers are employed in these 
stations to make out waybills. for out- 
bound shipments and expense bills for: in- 
coming merchandise. Some of the most 
rapid workers to be found anywhere work 
at making out these bills, and one man once 
made a record of nearly 600 waybilis in one 
day. 

Working side by side with the Diller is a 
rate clerk who fixes the rates of freight and 
gees that the charges are recorded properly. 
About one-half of the office force look after | 
the accounts. A number of men are em- 
ployed to take care of claims and others to 
keep track of cars and over and short ship- 
ments. 

Though the status of the ipcal freight em- 
ployé is better today. than it used to be, he 
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_nearlp always ig a mere ungertain plece of 


humanity than the ordinary commercial’ 
cierk. He is the product of his environment. 
A few years ago the offices of local freight 
stations swarmed with men in a chronic 
state of being “‘ down and out.” Now con- 
ditions have improved. Chief clerks got tired 
of a nan coming Into the office, working for 
two, three, or four days, and then demand- 
ing his pay. The man with three days’ pay 
in his pecket would drift to another office— 
taking the place of some other “dow. and 
out” clerk.

Tarn Oat Large Volume of Werk. 

References seldom are asked from a 
would-be employé; but to do the worker jus- 
tice he has to demonstrate that he can turn 
out a large volume of work or he soom gets 
fired. Where, then, is the great necessity for 
asking for referehces? Besides, it may ease 
the drudgery to work around ip all the dif- 
ferent offices. In some local offices, how- 
ever, where the chief clerk has gotten tired 
of this constant ;changing, he hires 
boys and youths from schools to do muth 
of the mechanical work and gets more in- 
dependent of such casual helpers, 

Many. bill clerks fit = in Beptember, 
going to New Orleans, lveston, Houston, 
etc., to bill cotton—thus escaping the cold 
weather and enabling them fb eee other sides 
of life. In May they will come back to Chi- 
cago. The number of these “ drifters,’’ how- 
ever, is decreasing gradually. 

There probably is no clase of workers on

Not Much Chance for Promotion. 
Few employés of. local freight offices 
change their vocation. They seem to get in- 

ured to it and careless ae to their future. 

The head man at the office is the agent, his 
ealary ranging from $200 to §400 or more per 
month. Next to him comes the chief clerk, 
his salary being from $125 to $175. Cash- 
iers receive from $100 to $150. The next man 
below the cashier generally does not get 
more than $90 per month, and reckoning on 
twenty-four lines, thus giving seventy-two 
fairly good positions, it will be seen that for 
an army of 3,000 workers the chances of 
getting a good position areemall. 

There is one thing to be said in favor of 
local freight offices. A man can learn the 
practical side of railroad life In them as he 
can in no other place. There is no other vo- 
cation gpen to a railroad worker where he 
has to think so much for himself and comes 
in contact with so many different phases of 
railroad work. A great many general man- 
agers and superintendents oft at one 
time commenced in the lécdl Geight office, 
and, in any position of life, much of course 
depends on the man himeelf. “As one chief 
clerk observed to the writer: “Too many 
employés are looking only for 6 o’clock and 
pay day to come around. They think te 
themselves: ‘Now, I'm only getting $60 per 
month, and I’m only going to do that amount 
of work.’ The chief clerk may disagree with 
the man as to what constitutes sixty dol 
worth of work, and in the end he gets 
The man wil! go to some other road for $50 per 
month, meets with the same fate, and will 
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come back to the same office where he left

Why Order Clerks Struck. 


HE order clerks 
in the wall pa- 


per department 
of a certain great mail order house re- 


cently quit work in a body. It wasn't 
that they didn’t lke their places, it wasn't 
that they were dissatisfied with their pay, 
with their hours, with their work, or with 
their prospects for the future. On the con- 
trary they knew that they were paid as well 
as any other order clerks in tne city, that 
their hours would be bettered nothing by a 
change, that their work was easier than that 
of most men inp their line, and that their 
chances for advancement were as much bet- 
ter than that of the average wall paper 
worker as the firm for which they worked 
was greater than the average firm of its 
kind. Still they quit. They couldn't stand 
the foreman. 

The manager made a specialty of listening 
to the complaints of all employés. He also 
investigated just why each employé left the 
firm. He called the departing order clerks 
into his office. 

“Boys,” said he, “I understand that 
you've asked for yourtime. What's themat- 
ter, got an offer from some other firm?” 

They told him they had not, that they did 
not know where they were going, didn’t know 
if they were going anywhere, but they did 
know that they couldn’t work for that firm 
any longer, not while that firm was repre- 
sented by the present foreman.

Foreman Was Too Aatocratic: 

“ Why, what's the matter with him?’ asked 
the manager. “ Tell me your troubles. Of 
course we back up our foremen, but you get 
a square deal.”

The manager said: “ You boys just stay 
with us another week, while I look up things. 
Then I'll see whether you're wrong or your 
boss fs. Go back to work, and remember 
that you're going to get a square deal, and 
nothing more.” 

At the end of the week the manager hadin 
his hands reports concerning the work of the 
wall paper department before and after the 
advent of the present foreman. These re- 
ports showed that there had been no increase 
in the work done per capita and that the 
number of errors had increased 25 per cent, 
And errors in filing orders ere the bane of the 
mail order house.

Destroys Efficiency of Workers. 
An autocratic man in a position of au- 


thority over other 
men can destroy the 
efficacy of a working 
force fust as surely as a proper man can ai@é 
and develop the men under him, gain ther 
confidence, and secure for his firm the best 
work that is in them. 

His position gives him the power to de 
this. He is the firm to the worker. Through 
him speaks the voice of the powers that be; 
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upon his orders and directions is the work’ 


of the department carried on. 

Undoubtedly the first great fault of the 
subboss is that of being “ too bossy; as the 
vernacular has it. This always is the sign 
of the small man elevated to a position of 
some importance. He desires to run things 
down to the smallest insignificant detail, He 
is jealous of any bint of independence on 
the part of his subordinates. He is The 
Boss, and he doesn’t want anybody to make 
any mistake about ft, elther. So he bosses 
his men until they hate him and work only 
as necessary, and their lack of ambition re- 
sults in lost opportunities to them and lost 
service to their employers, The manager 
has confidence in him and decides that it is 
the men who are inefficient. 

. . 
Werker Has Ne Chance. 

The man of autocratic tendencies is tse 
most easily prejudiced of men. Any suspi- 
clon that a certain man may lack proper fe 
spect, even fear, for him, instantly reveals 
iteelf In the form of petty persecttions aad 
tyranny. Again, a mere personal dislike may 
have the same effect. Thus the worker can 
be made to appear in a bad light to those 
who have ia their hande the power to pro- 
mote or get back: and seldom has he any 
chance against his superior. He may fall 
dismaliy simply because of this superior’s 
unwarranted prejudice. 

Bvery large house has this type of sub- 
boss, and most workers know him well to 
their sorrow. He presents a real, tangible 
obstacle to the worker bent upon the upward 
climb. That the obstacle has falied of ac-

In Europe, as in West Africa, in town and 
country, the guiding principle of insect de- 
struction seems to be: Look for stagnant 
water, and having found it, either get rid 
of it or coat it with paraffin.

How to Paint Your House. 


AINTING one’s own house with one’s 
own hands is a proposition which es- 
pecially has been fostered by the in- 


' troduction of ready mixed paints. At 


’ 


the same time no one better than the 
@emufacturer of the ready mixed paints 
knows that the value ofa coat of paint de- 
pends quite as much upon the intelligence 
of its application as upon the quality of the 
paint itself. The best paint in the world, ill 
applied, may be far wofse than q pogrer 
paint put on evenly and with regard to the 
surfaces that are to be covered. 
* * 
Priming Ccat Is Most Important. 
Time was when the priming coat of paint 
upon new wood could be regarded as of least 
consequence. But this was in the day when 
white pine and poplar were the two woods 
most generally used in outside work. Today 
the mighty inroads upon these forests have 
brought a dozen or more other woods into 
buliding service, not becausé of their peculiar 
fitness, but because of a common necessity. 
These different woods and the different 


textures and saps that run through the . 
‘same kinds of wood have made intelligence. 


in the application of.all paint the chief fac- 
tor in the evolution of the modern mixed 
paint and the modern painter... To the lay- 
man, looking on, the work of the painter cov- 
ering the side of a house is as simple, almost, 
as the writing of a newspaper or magazine 
article appears to be to the person who has 
been reading such articles all his life. But 
in the painting, as in the writing of the ar- 
ticle, the subjecting of the work to expert 
criticism is likely to reveal to the amateur 
the fact that there is art in applying a mixed 
paint with a perfected brush. 

What kind of wood are you going to paint? 
What is the condition of the paint that you 
are going to paint over? What is the season 
cf the year? What is the temperature? 
What is the condition of moisture in the air 
and if this condition is abnormal did it arise 
in the shape of dew, fog, or rain? 

You will need to know these things—and 
some others! |

Yellow Ochre Is Out of Date. 

Years ago, when white pine was the great 
building material, the painter was disposed 
to put the priming coat in second place of 
importance, especially in the quality of the 
paint. Yellow ochre was the body mineral 
and raw linseed oil was expected to carry it 
and fix it into the even, porous grain of the 
wood. Today, considering that the vellow, 
or Georgia, or Norway pine, as it may be 
called, is more used in building than is almost 
any other one. wood, the changing nature of 
this wood within a fourteen foot single strip 
of weatherboarding is making the work of 
the painter more guarded, careful, and dis- 
criminating than ever it was before, while 
in the philosophy of the painter the yellow 
ochre body is more in disrepute than could 
have been dreamed for it twenty years ago, 

Today the best priming paint for best re- 
sults is the best paint that the wood will re- 
ceive. It is THE important coat of coats, 
and if it be not of ithe best quality, spread in 
a- manner to meet all conditions of the wood, 
dry and full of resins as it varies, no second 
and third after coats ever can make amends. 
There are grades of this vellow pine that 
never should be exposed to the weather and 
be expected to hold a coat of paint. But 
while this is true, sections of the best of it, 
resin filled, must be painted, and it is in 
knowing how to prime these portions of the 
wood that much of’the art of the painter ig 
required.

Proportion of Turpentine Is Needed. 

An oil paint will not penetrate such sappy 
wood sufficiently to bind it fast. Turpentine, 
however, may be used for penetrating the

The principles of painting wood surfaces 
involve first the use of a proper oil. Thereis 
no oil “ just as good’ as linseed oil, com- 
pressed from flaxseed—it is one of the few 
oils of a disposition to dry while retaining its 
principal body—and in the drying of the flax- 
geed oil drying begins at the bettom of the 
coating. If the priming coat has not enough . 
oll in the mixing to satisfy the wood, the oll 
disappears, leaving the paint as little more 
than a dry powder on the surface; on the 
other hand,-if the oil cannot penetrate the 
wood at all, the paint will not bind to the 
surface and will crack and scale off. 

‘ Elbow grease’’ is one of the chief re- 
quirements in a job of proper painting and 
there is no substitute for it. Spreading the 
paint evenly to satisfy the absorbent nature 
of the wood, leaving it thick enough to ac- 
complish the purpose of drying and binding 
and yet not thick enough to “run” or to 
crack and blister in the heat of the sun—this 
must be accomplished. Not to leave too much 
pigment on the hard surfaces of the hard, or 
yellow, pine is essential.

Prices Higher; Quality Lower. 

The ice qiachine has raised the price of egres 
to the consumer an average of 7 cents the 
dozen the year around, lowered the quality 
of those same eggs at least 25 per cent, and 
increased the price of fresh eggs at least 
15 cents the dozen on ihe yearly average 
That is, it has almost doubled the price of 
fresh eggs. Furthermore, it has kept down 
the price paid to farmers for their eges—and 
all the profit has gone to the man with the 
cold storage house and the ice machine. 

Eges, under natural laws, are worth from 
8 cents to 24 cents the dozen; in cases of 
extraordinary severe winters, perhaps 3U 
cents may be a fair price. These, approxi- 
mately, were the prices that obtained during 
the preice machine days. And they are, ap- 
proximately, the prices that now prevaj!

The location of a branch house in any 
country town means a steady demand for 
eges, a slightly higher price for eggs dui - 
ing the rush season of laying. a light demand 
in the periods of scarcity, and a much higher 
price for eggs to the consumer.

But that is not all. A new industry has 
sprung up. People do not like to eat stale 
eggs, and those with money are willing to 
pay more for fresh eggs. The storage people 
do not want the farmers to begin sending in 
eggs to the city independently and getting 
the high prices, so they have established a 
custom of buying up fresh eggs in the coun- 
try and keeping them separate from the 
storage eggs. 

These eggs, stamped and labeled, are held 
as specials—and, by paying an extra 6 or 8 
cents, sometimes 10 cents a dozen, it is pos- 
sible to buy real fresh eggs—say, at 58 to 40 
cents a dozen.

Turpentine is, however, and in the washing of 
the spots with turpentine used freely, after- 
ward removing the flaking paint, often re- 
moves the cause of dampness. Never apply 
two coats of paint to an old surface where one 
coat properly reduced and spread will suffice;

It is the duty of every one who is interested in hair 
preservation to learn enough about the subject to tell 
whether an advertisement for a hair yemedy is reason- 
able or unreasonable.

States Post Office department has begun’a much need- 
ed campaign against false and misleading statements 
in advertisements in general. While this work is high- 
ly commendable and should be greatly extended, still 
at the same time it tends to paternalism rather than to 
personal self-reliance. IF YOU know that the claims for 
. hair remedy are unreasonable and untrue, that knowl- 
edge will save you money and prevent disappointment. 

The trouble ties in the fact that certain over am- 
bitious Proprietors employ advertising writers who do 
not know the composition of the remedies they write 
about, and even if they did, they are not expected to 
know the therapeutic action of the various ingredients. 
Two very familiar and oft repeated statements are, that 

*the hair must be watered and fed just like a plant. and 
that the color. of the hair, once destroyed, can be re- 
stored by natural process. While both of these state- 
ments are false in ‘every particular, it requires some 
little knowledge of the hair follicle to understand why 
the statements are false. 

The hair follicle is a pear shaped sac in the scalp 
that holds the hair root. At the bottom of the hair 
follicle and extending up into it for a short distance, 
' is a nipple shaped projection that remains in the scalp 
when a hair root is forcibly pulled out. This projec- 
tion is the hair papilla from which the hair “root” 
grows. The continuous addition to the bottom of the 
hair root forces the hair proper out through the 
acalp. 

The hair papilla is surrounded by the hair root, 
which thus takes a bulbous form. Above the hair root 
or bulb—which occupies about three-fourths of the en- 
tire follicle—is the neck of the hair follicle, below

an Old Maxim Made Over. 


By Marion Brundage. 


ner to the old head of the firm who 

was discoursing upon the loose 

: habits of many of the minor em- 
ployés of the office. 

“Of course,” said the head. “That has 
been repeated enough times by peoplé shirk- 
ing work to make it quite unnecessary for 
you to repeat it heré. Nobody wants Jack 
to work all the time. Nobody wants to deny 
him the right or opportunity to play. Play 
after work is right and good. The only 
trouble with the play program is that Jack 
&6 often is such an ase that he *‘ plays’ ina 
manner to offset what hé does when he 
works. It’s safe to say that 25 per cent of 
the men who fail do so not because of the way 
in which they spend their working hours but 
because of the way in which they misspend 
their playing hours.

“ Why? Simply because he’s doing nothing 
to push himself along, doing nothing to keep 
himself polished up an@ bright, wien he’s 
not working. He's possibly doing good work 
here in the office in the job he's holding, pos- 
sibly he’s just holding on. But, whatever he 
is doing, you'll find that the fellow who wins 
is the fellow who spends a little time and 
thought on his self-improvement and de- 
velopment when out of the office. He may 
not be an angel, may @rink a little and sit 
in a ‘tittle game once in @while, although 
the chances are that hé won’t do either; but 
he does othér things besides. 

“How does the self-improvement trick 
work? O, well, there are any number of 
good ways. But reading—r-e«-d-i-n-s— 
with a capital ‘RR,’ telis the story in the 
quickest and best fashion. Reading what?

CHAPTER XVIII. 
Mutterings in the Army. 


ING ALEXANDER had no natural predis- 
position to be a soldier, and he really 
never was a soldier. Perhaps his short- 
sightedness, ftonf which*he suffered from 
childhood all his Ufe, was the principal 
cause. In his education they tried to in- 
still in him the military spirit. He was a 
politician and not a soldier.

Alexander became unpopular with the army. His mar- 
riage with a simple Servian woman, who was well 
known to have been his mistress for several years. 
and about whom all sorts of scandalous stories were 
in circulation—particularly among the officers—alien- 
ated from him even that little sympathy and devotion 
which he possessed in the army. His harsh and con- 


temptuous treatment of officers who came to the pal-/ 


ace to implore him to give up his intention of marry- 
ing Draga had offended many of them: bitterly. And 
the order which he gave to some of his court officers, 
as, for instance, to Col. Kumrich, to fire on his father, 
Milan, and kill him as he would a mad dog if he should 
attempt to cross into Servia, filled them almost all with 
amazement and horror. 

After the marriage he hardly did anything to con- 
ciliate the. officers. On the contrary he exasperated 
many of them-by retarding their lawful advancement 
in consequence of the police reports that their wives 
or daughters spoke disparagingly of Queen Draga. 
When, for instance, Queen Draga complained to 
him that reports reached ther that the 
ters’ of Gen. Atanazkovitch spoke badly about her, 
King Aléxander was reported to have called the 
prefect of the police and ordered him to seize the two 
‘young ladies, carry them to one or the other of the 
prostitutes’ homes, and deliver them to the proprietors 

_ to be detained there as “ white slaves.” Of course the 


ire: ‘order, if ever given, was not_executed. Of that I am 
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certain. But'!I am unable to verify, even if it is true, 
that King Alexander \ever gave such a cruel order. 
There had been spread geports intentionally invented. 
and of which the only object was to excite the people 
against the king and the new queen. But, if.it was 
true, even if the order had been given, although never 
méant to be executed, would it be surprising that 
Gen. Atanazkovitch was among the conspirators? 

About the relations of King Alexander to the Ser- 
vians, Pera Todorovitch has published a characteristic 
conversation which. he had with the king only a few 
months before the catastrophe. The king wished to 
hear from this devoted friend of his father and his 
own, who certainly had one of the finest politica] in- 
telligénces among all thé politicians of Servia, what he 
with his great knowledge of the people thought about 
the chances of the pretender, Prince Peter Karageorge- 
vitch. After some talk King Alexander said that the 
impressions which hi@ friend received in the country 
and his own personal convictions were that Kara- 
georgevitch had no chance aé a really dangerdts pre- 
tender to the throne of Servia. 

“TI beg your.pardon, sire,’ interrupted Mr. Todoro- 
vitch: “what I meant to say is this: Karageorgevitch 
has as many chances as you yourself give him! The 
success of his partisans is dependent on your own 
want of success, their progress on your losses, mis- 
takes, and errors. Whatever you neglect to give up 
they will cultivate and try to win to their cause; whom 
you alienate they will try at once to draw toward their 
pretender. Owing to this I have the greatest anxiety 
about the army. ‘Excife me. your majesty, do not 
take it badly from me, or be annoyed about what I am 
going to say. You are neglecting the army, and you 
have in one sense given it up entirely.” 

The king flushed and snorted. He did not like it. 

' Excitedly he said: 

“How have I given When, where, and 
how have I neglected it? That is only an arti- 
ficial cry! Come here and show me where I have neg- 
lected the army!” 

“Wherein have you neglected it? I cannot prove 
that better than by asking you to compare your own 
treatment with the manner in which your father, King 
Milan, treated it. Compare what he has done for the 
army with what you_have done and you then will see 
clearly the great difference.” 

“But what is wrong in my treatment of the army? 
I do for the army all I can. I deprive other branches 
of the public service of what is their due that the 
army shall have more than enough. If there are pro- 
motions they are in the army; if there are decorations 
by orders and prizes the army has them; and if the 
public treasury has money or not the army must have 
it. If I ever have done or given anything to any one 
it has been to the army. And now you want me to do 
still more. Tell me openly. express yourself clearly, 
wherein you ffid fault with me. You mention to me 
King Milan. But King Milan was a clever actor. I do 
not understand the art of playing a studied part. ‘It 
is not in my nature.” 

He spoke with increasing sane Sts and was get- 
ting angry. 

Mr. Todorovitch found himself in an awkward po- 
sition. He reproached the king for his neglect of the 

- army and when challenged to point out wherein con- 
- sisted his neglect was unable at a moment’s notice to 
do so. He begged the king to be calm and to remem- 
ber that when his friends criticised his conduct it al- 
Ways was with the loyal intention to serve his best 
interests. He reminded the king that somewhere in 
the bible it is said that man does not live by bread 
alone, but by spirit, too. He ought to remember that 
in his relations with the army. No doubt he took care 
that his officers got promotion and that their salaries 
Were paid regularly, but between him and his army 
there was not that entente which existed between King 
“Milan and the army. 
“Oh, I know well those malcontents in the army!” 
_ Said the king bitterly. “They are mostly younger of- 
~ficers, dissatisfied in consequence of their private in- 
terests. But that is nothing extraordinary; it really 
- is inevitable. In the great mass of officers everywhere 
- Fou will find officers with some failings. In our army 
there are young officers who were unable to pass suc- 
cessfnl examinations: there are men who prefer spend- 
-4ng their time in .playing cards instead of in earnest 
- Studies; there are who are the heroes of all 


it up? 


- Sorts of adventures. ‘Then there ere Officers who have 


Mot been correct in the execution of their official du- 


Mes. and even some who have been accused, if not con-, 


Wicted. of fraud. Of course, all such men are dissatis- 
Hed. But how can I help it? 1f shonld have liked in- 
Meed that all officers were satisfied. But among nearly 
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2,000 officers is it an extraordinary phenomenon that 


there are some who are not satisfied? Only that dis- 
satisfaction has not the meaning which you attribute 
to it. You exaggerate its importance.” 

“In such matters it is more advisable to exaggerate 
the danger than to minimize it,” answered Mr. Todoro- 
vitch. “May God grant that I am wrong. I do not 
like to disturb your majesty, and after:all it is not my 
business to submit to you reports about the temper 
among the officers. But, believe me, sire,’ there are 
certain proceedings in the army which fill me with 
great anxiety. If you only knew. If you only 
heard. 


any: 
‘Ah, yes! If I only heard how certain officers 
abuse myself and the queen, how they treat us*with 
bad words and what ménaces they utter against us! 
Do you really think that I do not know it? You are 
mistaken. I know it in all and in every detail.” 

“ For God’s sake, sire, why then do you treat this 
state of things with such indifference? Why do you 
not call all those dissatisfied officers and ask them to 
tell you frankly What is the matter; talk with them 
heartily and thoroughly and when you “hear the causes 
of their dissatisfaction try to remove ‘the same, in 
order that those officers may sée that in you they have 
not only their commander jin chief, but their friend— 
their father.” 

“ How little you know men.” answered King Alex- 
ander. “By acting as you suggest I only-would make 
matters worse. Those men do not understand kindnéss 
and generosity. They would interpret it as a proof 
that I am afraid of them, and that I wish to. bribe 
them! But I will find another solution to the difficulty. 
At present I yet hesitate simply out of consideration 
for the public opinion in Europe, that it should. not 
raise the cry: ‘Look, there is a conspiracy in the Ser- 
vian army!’ But if the maleontents continue their agi- 
tation then I will quickly finish my account with 
them.’

He looked gloomy and agitated. He rose up and gave 
his right hand to his friend.

“May God guide you, sire, in All you do! Try to 
do it kindly and peaceably.

It 
would show lack of originality in ‘the 
first place, and, secondly, the police 
would look for you first in St. Louis, and 
then in New York. If théy didn’t find 
you there. they would hunt in Milwaukee, 
then in Detrost, and then in Cleveland. 

St. Louis is the “ Black Hole” or the “ Bad Land” 
for Chicago, for most of the big criminals who try to 
flee from justice choose St, Louis, while a great por- 
tion of the others run for New York. 

The police have not discovered these things. The 
discovery was made by the Rev. C. C. Hembree, 657 La 
Salle aventie, Chicago, who for many years has made a 
study of police methods and of the actions of criminals 
in trying to escape. He has recorded all the captures 
made by Chicago sleuths outside of the city, and dis- 
covered scientific rules showing where the police have 
the best ¢hancés of capturing fugitives.

City Criminals Rarely Flee to the Country. 


A study of the tables shows that it is a rare thing 
for these city criminals to take refuge in the country. 
Of the two malefactors who flied to Alabama, for in- 
stance, one was captured in Birmingham and the other 
in Mobile. It would seem that a fugitive, tn going toa 
distant southern state, would find more chances of safety 
in the thinly settled mountain districts than in either 
of the large cities in that state. There is no regularly 
organized police in the rural districts. |The sheriff or 
the constable is looking after the local lawbreakers, and 
pays Slight attention to the description of foreign crim- 
inals, even if he ever hears of them. 

Of course the farmers and dweliers in a small town 
know at once when a stranger comes in, and manifest a 
certain human curiosity as to the stranger's antecedents 
and former home. ‘But there is no suspicion in their in- 
terest. It is easy to satisfy them, and not once in a 


thousand times would they take the trouble to investi- — 


gate the account of himself which mightibe given by the 


newly arrived inhabitant.

Police Know Where to Look for the Fugitive. 


Perhaps the town-bred criminal, conscience-smitten 
and timid, cannot bear the solitude and the restraints of 
country life. He prefers to hide himself in some large 
city where he may mingle and fraternize with the local 
criminal population. He finds companionship there, but 
ne Safety. for that is the firet place the police officers 
zo to look'for him. 

Tt ts a curious fact, onthe other hand, that the 
country criminal rarely goes to the city as a place of 
refuge. His instincts lead him away even from the 
larger towns. A negro fugittve from the cotton pian- 
tation will hide himself in the swamps. The rural mur- 
derer of the north will go at once to the big woods, 
where he will seek employment as a lumber jack, or on 
some little .farm far in the interior. 

The country lawbreaker in the middie west will be 
most likely to go to Texas or the Indian territory. or to 
(some mining camp in the Rocky mouptains. Perhaps 
the reason for this is that there are no criminal classes 
in the country. 

The Rev. Mr. Hembree, a graduate of Marysville 
eollege ¢€1877) and Union Theological seminary. New 
York, preached for over twenty years in Presbyterian 
and Congregational churches before he retired to de- 
vote himself to study and writing. He is the author of 
“ Hembree’s 800 Test Questions on the Bible.” a work 
recognized by theological students and teachers. Just 
hew the minister became interested in scientific crim- 
ineélogy he does not state. but for years he has made 
it his study, searching police records, keeping track 
of fugitive criminals, and trying to discover the laws 
which fule criminals, and learn what direction the 
common criminal, usually fleeing in panic after discov- 
ery of his crime, is likely to run. 

The majority, he has learned, show little eun- 
ning, but flee blindly in the easiest way, and, a8 more 
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railways run to St. Louls than to any other big city. 


they flee there. The figures presented by the minister 
cover the period from 1876 to 1905, inclusive, and he 
shows each city and town in the country just what 
the chance is that a Chicago criminal will seek refuge 
there.

Thieves and Murderers Usually Are Captured. 

His work 18 «a review of the work of the metropol- 
itan police and a study of the codperative methods of the 
police departments of the great cities, working to- 
gether, like some huge human dragnet, to capture all 
fugitives. He shows that the thief and murderer 
usually flees in vain, and that his only chance is the 
laxity of the home police in taking up the trail after a 
crime is discovered. 

During the period covered by the Rev. Mr. Hem- 


bree’s figures 1,114 fugitives from juatice, fleeing be- 


fore the pelice of Chicago, were captured at outlying 
points. How many escaped the figures do not reveal. 
as Mr. Hembree kept no record of them, nor paid any 
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attention to the rumors that they had fled to certain 
cities. He was dealing with facts, so counted only the 
1,114 who were captured. 
The crimes committed by these fugitives were: 

. Assault with intent to kill 7. Burgtary. 

. Abandonment. . Forgery. 

3. Adultery. . Embezzlement. 

. Assault. . Larceny. 

. Arson. . Highway robbery. 


. Abduction. . Murder. 


Criminals Were Captured in 36 States. 


Of the 1,114 criminals captured while fleeing 71 


were murderers, 63 forgers, and 111 @mbezzlers. The 


arrests were made in 36 states, 2 territories, and 2 for- 
eign lands, showing how small a proportion of fugi- 
tives ever reach foréign shores. 

Seven-elevenths of the arrests, or 729 out of 1,114, 
were made in six states. as follows: Missouri, 175: 
New York, 145; Illinois, 117; Wisconsin, 103; Michigan, 
99: and Indiana, 90. 

The 111 arrested embezzlers were run to earth in 

§ different states and 1 reached Burope. Of these ar- 
rests 41 were made in five citiés—viz.: New York. 16: 
Detroit, 8; Milwaukee, 7; Buffalo and Philadelphia, 5 
each. The attraction of New York for embegzilers is 
accounted for by the reverend criminologist not by 
the premise that they were trying to get to Europe but 
by the fact that New York offers a good place to spend 
ili gotten wealth. 

The 63 arrests for forgery were made in 17 states 
and 1 foreign land. Of these 63, 11 were caught in 
Missouri, 3 in Indiana, and 3 in Michigan, the rest scat- 
tering. showing the forger to be more ctinning than the 
embezzler as a criminal. Just why so many forgers 
fied to St. Louis is not explained, Ten of the 11 cap- 
tured in Missouri were found in the Mound city.

St. Loms a Haven for Fleeing Homicides. 


St. Louis, either: from its geographical! situation or 
its reputation for negligent police methods. also was 
chosen as the haven of a great proportion of the fleeing 
murderers. Of 71 murderers who fled, 31 were cap- 
tured in states nearby Chicago, as follows: Missouri, 
10: Illinois, 8: Indiana. 6: Michigan, 4: Indiana. 3. Why 
the criminals avoid lowa to such an extent is not ex- 
plained. 

Of these 71 fugitive murderers, 32 were caught in 9 
eities. as follows: St. Louis, 8; New Orleans, 5: New 
York, %: Cleveland, 3: Minneapolis, 3; St. Paul, 2: Bu- 
chanan.

“Why shouldn't ‘she?”—that is the reason. that 
drinking is increasing among women of all classes. 
The temperance worker declares that women are con- 
suming more liquor today than ever before; the club- 
woman says that drink is destroying motherhood; the 
physician asserts that he has had more feminine vic- 
tims of alcoholism during the last year than ever be- 
fore; the society woman admits that the cocktail has 
replaced the frappé in the feminine fancy. 

Why shouldn't she? That ts the defense. 

The clubwoman has given the answer. She has 
said: “Go to France and see the effect that years of 
drinking among women has had upon the French race. 
Look at thé frail, unnourished children, the tremen- 
dously inereased proportion of subnormals; study the 
statistics on mortality among women in gay Paris; 
study the effect of drinking among women upon the 
morals of society in France; upon the French home, 
the French family life, the institution of marriage, the 
reproduction of the race. You will find your answer.” 

And that drinking among women has increased in 
Chicago to a deplorable extent during the last several 


years is certain,

* * 
Three or Four Drin’s Every Afternoon. 


“J was invited to Mrs. B——’s to play cards,” she 
declared: “I wanted to get acquainted with Mrs. B—— 
and her set for the reason that she can help me to gain 
entrée to the 400. I have been planning to give some 
recitals in the homes of society folk during the winter 
and an indorsement from Mrs. B would have béen 
a great help. I met her at an eastern resort early in 
the summer and we grew quite fond of one another. 
When I came to Chicago she invited me to visit her at 


. her country home. There I was introduced to bridge 


whist and we played nearly every afternoon. No after- 
noon at bridge was complete without three or four 
rounds of cocktails. Robert, the butler, would be sum- 
moned as often as Mrs. B—— could persuade her 
friends to indulge. He would mix any drink ordered. 
One of the chief attractions of the B——’s country 


home seemed to be the barroom. I frankly asked Mrs. \ 


B—— if it was customary for society women to drink 
in their homes and she replied that most well ordered 
houses maintained a private bar. I have abandoned 
the idea of giving recitals in the homes of society 


folk.” 
At all the fashionable clubs around Chicago and 


at the fashionable resorts it is a common sight to see 


women drinking mint juleps or cocktails or other 
equally intoxicating foncoctions. Sometimes they 
drink alone: more frequently they join with their hus- 
bands or their brothers and their masculine friends. 


Alatming Habit Has Spread to All Classes. 

The drinking among women is not confined to 
society women by any means. The habit has spread 
to all classes, and as a result the fact that drink- 
ing has increased greatly among women has spread 
alarm to the ranks of the temperance workers and 
the clubwomen. who are opposed to drinking by either 
men or women. 

Prominent temperance workers report that while 
drinking has decreased among men during the last 
few years it has increased proportionally among 
Women. They are chagrined at the thought that their 
Own sex has taken up with the habit just as their in- 
fluence upon masculinity was beginning to be felt. 
What shall we do? is the question théy are asking one 
another. They have not vet found the remedy, ak 
though many cures have been suggested. The Daugh- 
ters of Temperance has set its ban of ostracism upon 
ali women who are known to indulge in intoxicating 
liquors. This is the most heroic treatment that yet 


has been suggested. That it is not too heroic to meet 
the demands of thousands of mothers is evidenced by 
the fact that all over the country branches of the 
Organization have been formed and are flourishing. 
The Daughters of Temperance is a Roman Catholic or- 
@anization, and as it sprang imto life with the sole 
purpose of checking drinking among women, it de- 
votes its attention to no other reform. 

“We have succeeded in accomplishing a great deal 
already,’ declared one of the founders of this organiza-. 
tion, Mrs. W. C. H. Keough, the other day, “and I am 


certain that if other societies would take up this work. 
resorting to our heroic treatment, the results would 
be immediate.”

Temperance Women Greatly Agitated Over Problem. 

The officials of the Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance Union no less are agitated over the great increase 
in drinking among Women. Their remedy is to stop 
liquor traffic altogether and close the doors of gardens 
and parks where liquor is sold against women. An- 
other suggested cure for thé evil is the enactment of 
a law forbidding the sale of intoxicants to women in 
any public place. However, the temperance workers 
assert that nothing can check the consumption of 
liquor by women in their own homes except the enact- 
ment of prohibition laWs_in all states.

The women temperance workers afe preparing to 
issue a call to all wémen who are opposed to the use 
of liquor by women to join hands in a movement to 
reform their sex. They will call upon the women’s 
clubs of Chicago to take a hand in thé crusade; they 
will call upon women of all classes and all creeds to 
enlist in the cause. They Will work systematically, 
tirelessly, and with the whole machinery of their 
gigantic organization behind them to check thé con- 
sumption of liquor among women. 

The temperance workers assert that almost as 
many women as men may be found drinking any 
evening at the amusement parks, in the restaurants, 
and at the beer gardens of Chicago. Their statement 
is borne out by the proprietors of the various restau- 
rants and parks. 


Respectable Women Drink to Excess. 

“ Of course drinking is increasing among ~vomen,”’ 
declared the manager of a fashionable downtown res- 
taurant One evening last week: “none will déry that 
fact. The soda water is going out of fashion; the cock- 
tail is coming in. Let me tell you an experience I had 
here a few nights ago. A party of eight—four men 
and four women—well known to Chicagoans, who are 
regarded as thoroughly respéctable and live in a fash- 
ionable quarter of the sotth side. came in here the 
other evening after the theatér. Before supper was 
served to them each member of the party had a cock- 
tail. Dvring supper champagne and sparkling Bur- 
gundy were served—four quarts of each. After suppér 
there was cocktail after cocktail. Finally the party 
became so noisy that I had té warn them to be carefal. 
An hour later they had to be helped to their automo- 
biles at the curb. The women in the party drank evéry 
bit as much as the men.” 

“Yes, of course the women drink,” declared the 
steward at a country club, ‘“‘and they are mighty par- 
ticular, too. No, I won't tell state seerets, but, mind 
you, they like it, all right.”’ 

At one of the amusement parks on one of the hot 
evenings last week women were seeh drinking at 
nearly every table. The manager said the scene was 
not unusual. 

“ We have sold more fancy wine this summer than 
during any previous summer,” he declared; “the women 
folks want the best and always get it. They seem to 
like cocktails better than any other drink, and they 
don't hesitate about ordering them, either.”

Automobile Has Inereased Intemperance. 


The same story was told at an outlying restaurant, 
which is patronized largely by motoring’ parties. 
“The automobile has telped our business along a 


good deal,” said the managet of this restaurant; “ par-

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Sorority Frocks Will Be Winter Wear in Schools 


OMETHING that can be worn the whole sea-

. frocks for winter. 

I< Ey ae) year old autocrat has come near solving for 

herself in the distinctive tailor made skirts 

and blouses which she dubs “sorority.” The seeming 

ambiguousness—to the older ones—-about sororities does 

not extend to frocks, as the term infers a complete 

shirtwaist dress, carefully tailored and worked with a 

numerous variety of insignia. These are put upon the 

well fitting cloth collar bands and dickeys and on the 
long sleeves. 

A plaited blouse, faced down with a round yoke 
shaped piece, below a cloth dickey or guimpe, or else 
the roufid piece laid over the outside of the blouse to 
imitate this effect, is the popular cut, together with 
some form of the kilt skirt. Variations of the sailor 
suit also are -used. for sororities, a favorite form for 
the older girl omitting the collar and lacing the blouse 
part way down, or again within half an inch of the 
bottom of the waist. One dress has a littie band joining 
the waist and skirt, and shaped belt, made with little 
up and down stripes of narrow braid and finished with 
gold buttons to go with it. The round yoke is cut with 
two or three equare tabs, which run down in front be- 
tween groups and plaits of the blouse. The ends of 
these are ornamented with narrow stripes of braid and 
buttons. These are carried out in college colors. 

Another has a blouse with double box plait, ending 
in-a round yoke. A little to one side of the middle 
plait is set a watch pocket, cut deep for safety, and 
with its opening cut in a fetching little compound curve 
finished at the corners with crows’ feet.

These are cut with low necks and without 
sleeves, so that they are not hot, while holding the skirt 
in place in the back better than any other arrangement. 
It is better not to try to mount the diekey on this, as 
it is easier to fit when set in separately. A nice way 
is to put braid “ties” on the corners to hold them 
down. Pretty sailor suits for small girls are brown 
and white and blue and white shepherd’s check, with 
separate collars set on in plain brown or blue cloth. This 
is the only dark part about the frock except that there 
is a black silk tie and the emblems are worked in white 
and black. 

Another idea is given in the fifth figure from the 
left, in dark blue, with collar of same. The front cor- 
ners of this are finished off with light cloth and braided 
with the dark blue braid to match dress. The sorority 
suit next to this is in soft brown serge, with top yoke 
nicely faced down in the same cloth. The eyelets are 
worked in black and laced in brown ribbon. The dickey 
also is in same matérial and the emblems are of black 
and a contrasting shade of brown, which is matched 
by the lacing ribbon. These little touches of color ac- 
curately matched and carried out in harmony, are the 
making of these suits, which are so simple that they 
depend for their style upon just these points. The other 
sorority gown, which is of unshrinkable flannel, in two 
shades of dull green check, is trimmed with red silk 
buttons and with red golf sticks tied with lover’s knots 
in the same shade of red. The first figure shows a good 
way of putting on braid. Soutache is used, in the same 
shade as the material, and the sleeves first are cut and 
bound in show tent squares, then the braid is stitched 
across, making pretty effect when a light guimpe shows 
through. The belt, covered entirely with braid, is gath- 
ered perpendicularly across, to give the jaunty effect. 
The collar is cut in a square, with safior effect at back 
and front, and is fitted so accurately to square opening 
in top of dress that it can be sewed on the wrong side 
Simple littie dress frocks like that on 
the third model are made in big plaids, often the sum- 
mer plaid veilings which are left over. Velvet ribbon 
sashes are ueed on these, in a dark color, like the pre- 
dominating one in the plaid, and the fancy just now is 
all for tying thése in front. By the way, the well 
dressed little girl appears with little ruches of thick 
musliny looking stuff sideplaited,.in both. neck. and 
sleéves of her “stuff” gowns. It will also please the 


small maiden and add a fashionable touch to her dress 
to have the ribbon of her sash drawn through a fancy 
slide or slides. : 

All shapes of “ pinafore frocks” will be much used 
for little children. The sleeves of these almost invari- 
ably are slashed on the outside, after kimono fashion, 
and the most popular edge for them as well as the rest 
ef the frock is velvet ribbon. Colored wool guimpes are 
to be worn instead of white and are supplied in con- 
trasting colors. Brilliant red or blue in fine thin wool 
is used under Scotch plaid gowns, which would sug- 
gest to the mother the buying of summer velling rem- 
nants in pretty colors. These guimpes must really be 
waists, for the skeleton is either cut clear down Vv 
shape or is slashed up from the bottom in little dart 
shaped openings, faced around with braid or veivet rib- 
bon. and finished with buttons. There also are many 
slightly differing shapes in straps and breteles. 

The little touch of cream that appears mm most plaid 
dresses is prettily brought out by thick, creamy white 
buttons, which afte something other than pearl and 
which are the shade of white kid, and prettily empha- 
sized if a white kid belt is worn with them. Gold but- 
tons of good size are much used in dull finish. 

Many women are wonderfully clever at making 
pretty effects with a touch of trimming on the darkest 
and most unpromising bit of material, a fact suggested 
by the way an ugly little black and red checked flannel, 
touched with a dot of green, was worked up into a 
pretty frock. It was cut down with surplice effect to 
the belt and was made with deep open armholes in- 
stead of sleeves. These and the edge of eurplice shoul- 
der pieces were edged with inch wide dull black braid.

of the’warm season.

HOMINY.—Soak all night; cover with 
bolling water, slightly salted, in the morn- 
ing, and cook for an hour. Hominy is 
delicious when cooked in plenty of salted wa- 
ter until tender, then the water turned off, 
and in its stead cold milk placed, then brought 
to a boil and served. . 

BACON AND APPLES.—Slice bacon thin 
end fry it crisp. Transfer to a platter and 
keep it hot while you fry thick slices of 
unpeeled sweet apples in the bacon fat.’ 
When these are tender, drain and put in the 

- eenter of a hot platter. Lay the fried bacon 
about the edge of the dish, sprinkle sugar 
over the apples and serve. 

MILK BISCUIT.—One quart flour, three 
cups of milk, one tablespoonful mixed butter 
and other fat, one heaping teaspoonful of 
baking powder, half teaspoonful of salt. 
Sift the salt with the flour. Chop in the 
butter and other fat, add the baking powder 
and the milk, and mix to a soft dough. 
Handle as little as possible. Roll out into 
a sheet an inch thick, cut into rounds, and 
bake in a floured pan.

Clah Cookery— 

Familiar to évery Woman whose husband 
is a member of a club is the complaint that 
“our cook cannot serve kidneys as we get 
them at the club,’ These are two recipes for 
kidneys as a well known club chef pre- 
pares them: Order veal kidneys with the 
suet lefton. Trim them, split, and broil them 
ten minutes over a clear fire. Serve on toast 
with melted butter, salt, cayenne, and a 
little lemon juice poured over them. 

More alluring still are kidneys cooked ten 
minutes in brown stock, drained, and sliced. 
Put alternate slices of kidney and thinly 
sliced bacon on a skewer, with a fresh mush- 
room cap at each end. Broil until the bacon 
ig quite crisp, and arrange on toast. Stir 
together a table spoonful of flour and the 
same quantity of butter, cook, and thin with 

«brown stock in which the kidneys were boiled. 
Season and just before serving add a table- 
spoonful of sherry or Madeira. , 

BROILING.—There are some broiled dishes 
which are not broils at all im the strictest 
sense of the word. Sardines and bacon are 
among them. It is not practical to broil 
bacon over the coals, as the fat invariably 
catches fire, and the resulting smoke and 
amell is disagreeable. Sardines also are dif- 
ficult, for the same reason, and also because 
they break easily. To broil sardines, drain 
them carefully and lay on brown paper in 
the oven until they are hot. Lay each sar- 
dine on a finger slice of toast, squeeze lemon 
juice over them, and sprinkle with finely 

, chopped parsiey. Bacon should be placed on 
a wire brofler and put in a hot oven overa 
dripping pan. 

CLUB PUDDING.—Mix the juice of four 
oranges and two lemonds. Whip a pint of 
cream and add to it a cupful of chopped 
walnut meats. Sweeten and flavor and mix 
with thefruit juice. Fill a mold with the mix- 
ture and pack in salt and ice for at least four 


hours.

FRUIT JELLY:.—The fruit should be 
placed in a jar and the jar set in a stewpan 
of warm water, covered, and allowed to boil 
until the fruit is broken. Take a strong jelly 
bag and press the fruit, a little at a time, 
turning out the skins each time. Allow two 
pounds of sugar to one pound of juice;. set 
on the stove to boil again. Many good cooks 
heat the s@bar by placing in the oven and 
stirring now and then to prevent burning.

Savories— 


Inartistic in appearance, overrich, large, 
substantial, ar underseasoned is what a 
savory should not be. 

The average cook rarely can suggest or 
propose ahy savory except a Welsh rarebit, 
Scotch wdaodchuck, or macaroni and cheese. 
These, also, she as often as not sends up in 
good, healthy portions, eminently suitable 
for a luntheon or supper, but not for the 
conclusion of a smart dinner. 

The experienced housewife, with a small 
income, soom grasps the fact that a choice 
savory adds greatly to the success of her 
dinner, saves the cheese course, with all 
its etcerteras, will oftem take the place of a 
sweet when guests are not expected, and 
mark, this can be composed from little scraps 
and “ odds and ends *’ found In almost every 
larder—such ag the soft or hard roes from the 
matutinal herring, the remaing of a dried 
haddock, a few olives from dessert, two or 
three tablespoonfuls of cooked ham, tongue, 
chicken, etc., not to mention that unfailing, 
ever reliable ally of the housewife, the 
remnant of cheese that is too dry or shabby 
to again appear on the table. 

Before the season ig in full swing, let your 
cook experiment with a few novel savories 
and inflict them om the family till they 
sufficiently are perfect to offer to guests. 

The following suggestions will prove at- 
tractive if given a trial: 

CANAPES OF FRESH COD’S ROE.—A 
quarter of a pound of: fresh cod’s roe, one 
tablespoonful of thick cream, three or four 
slices of bread, salt, cayenne, and lemon 
juice, truffle, lobster coral, or choppell pars- 
ley. Wash the roe and lay it in a saucepap 
with enough cold water to coverit. Simmer. 
the roe for five to eight minutes, according 
to its thickness, Next take it out of the 
water, dry it, and pound till a smooth paste. 
Add the whipped cream and season carefully. 
Strain the lemon juice before adding it. Stamp 
out rounds from the brea@ the size of half a 
crown and fry these a light brown im butter 
or good dripping. Put a little heap of the 
fish and cream on each crouton, and heat 
them till hot in a sharp oven. Sprinkle the 
tops either with chopped truffle or parsley, 
er washed, dried, pounded, and sieved lobster 
coral, which, when so treated, yields a beau- 


tiful searlet powder. Or a mixture of these | 


different garnishes has an excellent effect. 


LOBSTER AIGRETTES.—The tail or 
claws of a lobster, half a pint of boiling 
water, one ounce of butter, four ounces of 
flour, three tablespoonfuls of grated cheese, 
two whole eggs, and one extra yolk, salt and 
cayenne, lemon, thin brown bread and but- 
ter. 

Cut the lobster meat into small pieces, 
dust with a little salt and cayenme. Beil 
the water and butter, add the flour, beat it 
till smooth, off the fire, then cook this 
panada over a slow fire till it can be rolled 
about in the pan without sticking toit. Cool 
the mixture for a minute or so, then Beat 
in thoroughly each egg separately. Add the 
cheese and seasoning and turn the mixture 
on a plate to cool. Heat a pan of deep fat 
till a faint smoke may be seen rising from 
it. Dip a dessertspoon in the hot fat, fill it 
with the mixture, and make a little hollow 
in the center. Lay in a piece of the prepared 
lobster and cover {t over with more of the

in Odd New

New York—{Special Correspondence.j—In 
an ¢ccount of the season's first output of new 
plays'in Broadway, why not give precedence 
politely to “ Mrs. 8. Holmes, Detective,” be- 
cause & Woman wrote it? Moreover, the 
woman is Ruth Bryan Leavitt, daughter of 
William Jennings Bryan; and, besides that, 
she-gives it out in the same week with the 
home coming of her father. It distinguishes 
him as having ea daughter who won't, or 
can’t, level her work down to the demands 
of vaudeville. Her comediette has twenty 
minutes’ time ina program of varieties. Just 
before it two.of the late Paddy Rooney's 
daughters dance with exceeding velocity and 
violence, and the spectators are joyed to a 
point of ecstasy. Just after it a pair of dia- 
loguists send swiris of mirth through the 
theater, mainly because one of them has a 
real hare lip, and for that reason can't help 
talking funnily. But during Mrs. Leavitt's 
play neither laughtér nor appiause breaks 
the audience’s respectable silence—except at 
one sentence. A woman advertises as a de- 
tective in a way to imply that she is the 
widow of Bherlock Holmes. The tooting of 
a honk horn precedes the entrance ofa client. 

“You came here in an automobile,’ she 
says, deductively. ‘How do Iknow? Why, 
I detect an odor of gasoline about you.” 

“ Ah,” says the client, “ but mine ts an 
electric motor car.” 

Mr. Bryan's daughter hae written a traves- 
ty of Conan Doyle detective fiction with good 
taste and diction, but for theatrical use it is 
valueless. 

The oddest actor in any of the week’s new 
plays is Edward Garnatt—such a mite ofa 
man that he can personate a baby in “ The 
Little Stranger.” . His infantile size ‘and 
voice qualify him fréeakishly for a farce 
which Martha Morton's brother Michael had 
to take to London for-en opening. There the 
newspapers berated it as nauseous, the pay- 
ing public thought it vastly amusing, and 
now New York has it with its wholly Emg- 
lish company. I don’t wonder at either the 
grins or the frowns. A promoter of belief in 
the transmigration of souls converts the 
mother of an infant. Her busband, to cure 
her, hides himseif and his offspring, sends 
home @ report that he drowned himseit, 
hires a dwarf to take thé place of the child, 
and makes herend the family believe that his 
soul has passed into the infantile body. 

The midget imp gives to the supposed baby 
an astounding precocity. .He ceases prat- 
tling and takes to swearing, throws away 
the rattlebox and calls for cigarets, smashes 
the nursing bottle and fights for a whisky 
fiask, throws his nurse into hysterics by Te- 
sponding to her caresses mannishly, and 
overcomes the whole household with amaze- 
ment and superstitious fright. The mite of 
an adult fooling the family asa phenomenal- 
ly knowing baby, however, doesn’t stop his 
pranks within merely comic bounds. The 
wife and mother’s distress becomes pitiful 
when she Is convinced that the soul of her 
dead husband has entered the body of her 
baby. The actress ts one of those; long, siim, 
elegant young women whom Du Maurier 
used to put into Punch pictures; and it looks 
like carrying the joke disagreeably far whea 
the midget man, in the semblance of an In- 
fant, displays an amorous disposition to- 
wards the woman who thinks he is her own 
baby ‘possessed of a devil. Pew take a-seri- 
ous view of the fun, though, and “ The Little 
Stranger” will fill a barrel with money—pos-

Crane’s wife and daughter have aca ired 
costly tastes and vanities during the first 
half of the play, and now he is asked to pay 
“the price of money *’ to indulge them. His 
brother, Mark, a soulless schemer for wealth, 
gees a chance to make it by buying some 
land which a Lord Carew refuses to sell. 
Mark's wife loves Carew and hates her hus- 
‘band, so he dares not ask her to utilize her 
sentimental influence by inducing Carew to 
transfer the property; but “he offers $25,000 
to Crane to persuade the wife, and Crane, in 
his desire to capitalize his own family, does 
the shameful job. Im the fourth act he at 
first demands $100,000 for the deed to the 
land, but undergoes a reaction of pride and 
conscience and tears up the document. That 
is the Crane part of the story, and he pre- 
sents it with his usual unéubtle, yet explicit 
and graphic, method. 

Alfred Sutro did not write this drama to 
provide a star réle for Crane or any one else. 
hus evident purpose was to give novelty to 
tha “everlasting triangle’ of a man, his 
wife, and her lover. He achieves his object 
by making the wife and her lover guilty of 
nothing worse than the hope to marry if 
ever she gets legally and morally free of 
her husband: and in the meanwhile the lover 
takes her away to a home of his providing. 
Yet their affair, although deflant of the 
world’s verdict of guilty, is known by the 
audience to be innocent. Sutro seems to ap- 
prove their belief that marriage, when it 
separates true lovers, is a wrongful ifetitu- 
tion.
